D uring tho consideration of tho legisla­ 
tive, judicial and executive appropriation 
bill, there was a very spirited debate on tho 
subject of civil service roform. Mr. Hoi- 
m an of Indiim a m ade a long speech ad vo- 
cating certain am endm ents to tho 
bill. 
which were intended to modify some of its 
feature most objectionable to m any of tho 
Democrats. A crowd from both sides of 
th e House gathered around Mr, H olm an 
and 
D rove H im H a lf C razy 
w ith questionef and interjections. Prom i­ 
n en t am ong these were Findley of Mary­ 
land, Taulbeo and W illis of K entucky, 
Springer of Illinois, U uttorw ortk of Ohio. 
Reed of M aine and Long of M assachusetts. 
Mr. Springer declared th at the operation of 
tim civil service law under Republican ad­ 
m inistration had been to fill all tho offices 
and clerkships w ith Republicans, and he for 
one wonld not be satisfied until th e Demo­ 
crats found a way to so adm inister the law 
as to get at least half of the places.

Air. Cannon of Illinois and Mr. McComas of 
M aryland m ade long and vigorous speeches, 
in which they severely criticised th© ad­ 
m inistration, charging it w ith being faiso 
to its pledges and promises on this subject 
Air. McComas declared th at the experim ent 
of trusting the governm ent in tho hands 
of a party th at was divided on all the im- 
m rtant questions of the day had proved a 
allure. It had u tterly failed to rise to the 
dignity 
of 
a 
governing 
party. These 
charges were repelled w ith great earnest­ 
ness ny Mr. Randall. Mr. Springer, Mr. Cole 
of M aryland and others. The debate con­ 
sumed the entire session, except the tim e 
occupied by tho Kelley-W heeler contro­ 
versy. 
The Houso com m ittee on invalid pensions 
has A m ended th e Itta lr P ension D ill, 
w hich passed the Senate last week, by strik­ 
ing out tho provisions which gave to sol­ 
diers who have, by accident or disease, in 
nowise their own fault, become unable to 
support them selves, from $4 to $24 a m onth 
(according to disability), and inserted a 
uniform pension of $42 per m outh to all ab­ 
solutely unable to support them selves on 
account of disability, and who are depend­ 
e n t upon their own exertions for support. 
In the Senate little was done of public in­ 
terest. Senator Alorrill reported a bill cre­ 
ating an additional secretary of the treas­ 
u ry ; Mr. Dawes offered a resolution direct­ 
ing the secretary of the treasury to furnish 
tho Senate inform ation in regard to whis­ 
key in bond, and the bill for the relief of the 
Annapolis Cadets was considered. Air. Mc­ 
P herson’s second am endm ent, providing 
for a new exam ination of tho cadets, was 
agreed to. A vote was then taken on Mr. 
B utler’s am endm ent, which removes from 
tho operation of tho act of 1882 tho cadets 
who entered tho academ y prior to the pas­ 
sage of th at act, Air. B utler’s am endm ent 
was rejected—yeas, 17: nays, 22. Air. Halo 
then moved to lay the bill itself on the 
table. Tho m otion was agreed to by a viva 
voce vote. 
W eon e s p ay. — The debate on th e civil 
service system continued in the 
House 
throughout tho entire day. It was an old­ 
fashioned political tight, in which tho best 
m en of both parties wore engaged, and 
caused for tho tim e a high degree of inflam 
allo:

m ation. Several excellent speeches were 
m ade on both sidos, notably by Springer 
and Townshend of Illinois, Compton of 
M aryland! R andall of Pennsylvania and 
McAdoo of New Jersey, Democrats, and 
L utterw orth of Ohio. Payne of Pennsylva­ 
nia, McComas of M aryland and ilitt of 
Illinois, Republicans. 
One of th© hest points was m ade by Air. 
Randall, who expressed his abhorrence of 
the forty-ljve year clause in the rules laid 
down by th e commission, and said th at if 
th at had been in the original bill creating 
Hie system no m em ber would have voted 
for i t 'B y conferring so m uch authority 
upon the commission 
Congress lln d V irtu a lly A b d icated 
Its power to legislate. Ile favored a decided 
restriction of tho powers of the commission. 
Mr. 
Townsend 
spoko 
w ith 
extrem e 
w arm th aud vehem ence, raising his voice 
so th at it was audible in the corridors 
adjacent to tho hall, and sent people by 
sr ores into the galleries to see w hat it was 
all about Air. Townshend charged the Re­ 
publicans w ith had faith in adm inistering 
the law w hen they were in power, and said 
it cam e w ith an ill grace now to charge tho 
the Dem ocratic party with recreancy. 
Thero is a strong desire on tho part of 
m any Dem ocrats to tack on this hill certain 
am endm ents, which will so change the 
civil service law as to facilitate the slow 
and tedious process of “turning the rascals 
out.” W hen this clause is reached in tho 
consideration of tho hill by sections, tho 
fight which was closed today by previous 
agreem ent will no doubt be resum ed. The 
House adjourned at § p. rn. 
T huksday.—A nother section of the war 
was fought over in the House. It did not 
involve the conduct of cam paigns and fields 
of slaughter running red w ith blood, hut 
certain financial m atters connected w ith 
tho State governm ent of Tennessee under 
tile Confederate regime.

Pettiuone, all 
of Tennessee, avid tho four had an exciting 
wrangle, am idst m uch confusion, while tho 
speaker rapped and shouted for order.

Honk tried to reply, hut every attem pt was 
drowned by cries of “Order! order!” 
tm m otion of Mr. Browne of Indiana 
leave to print was granted, and after two 
hours had been wasted in tho scrim m age 
regular business was taken up, and appro­ 
priation bills discussed w ithout any action. 
Tho chair laid before til© senate a mes­ 
sage from the President enclosing a letter 
from tho secretary of state relating to the 
distribution of the fund for tho relief of tho 
owners, officers aud crew of the brig Gen­ 
eral Armstrong. Air. NI iller presented a 
m em orial from the congress of the work­ 
ingm en’* clubs of the U nited States pray­ 
ing for the establishm ent of 
P o stal Marin*# H an't*. 
A fter routine m orning business, Air. Bock 
called up his hill prohibiting m em bers of 
Congress from accepting retainers or em­ 
ploym ent as attorneys from railroad com­ 
panies receiving laud grants. 
Mr. Beck 
asked its im m ediate consideration. 
The 
hill passed, 37 to 31. and the agricultural 
appropriation hill was then taken up. Air. 
Beck objected to the Senate am endm ent 
lim iting to Am erican m anufacture and 
m ateria! tho m achinery contem plated by 
tiio Houso appropriation of $9400 for ex­ 
perim ents in tho m anufacture of sugar. 
Considerable discussion followed, hut the 
am endm ent was finally agreed to—yeas, 32; 
nays, 12. 
The hill was then passed sub­ 
stantially as reported from tho Senate com­ 
m ittee. 
Air. Riddloherger called attention to his 
resolution providing for opon executive 
sessions. It was five months, ho said, sinco 
we began th e consideration of the question 
w hether this body was a House of Lords or 
a U nited States Semite. No decision had 
been arrived at yet. Air. Riddleberger in­ 
sisted on a vote on the question of taking 
up his resolution. The Senate refused to 
tak e it up—yeas, 8; nays, 32. 
Air. Hawley entered a m otion to recon­ 
sider the bill prohibiting m em bers of Con­ 
gress from acting as attorneys or employes 
of railroad com panies th at had received 
land grants or pecuniary 
aid from tho 
U nited Statos. The motion was agreed to. 
F rid a y.—Tho m ost spirited personal col­ 
loquy of the session took placo just before 
tho close of tho afternoon session between 
Mr. Findlay and Mr. Compton, both Demo­ 
crats. and both from M aryland. 
Civil ser­ 
vice reform was tho exciting canso of the 
trouble. Mr. Findlay is a civil service re­ 
form er, defending tho President and the 
law at all tunes and places, and against all 
comers. 
He is active and influential in 
Alaryland politics, and is an uncom prom is­ 
ing opponent of Senator Gorman.

alluded in pungent language to the m anner 
in w hich tho civil service law had been dis­ 
regarded in Alaryland, and particularly in 
tile Baltim ore post office by Air. Veazie. 
The latter, ho 
said, had m anaged in 
a year to m ako a 
clean 
sweep. 
He 
had turned 
out 
all 
the 
Republicans 
and filled thoir places w ith Democrats. He 
said th a t “turning the rascals out” was one 
thing, and turning everybody out 
was 
another. Ho intim ated very strongly th at 
in m any cases tho changes had not been for 
the better, and the same was true all 
through the State ol M aryland. 
Mr. Compton w ith much w arm th repelled 
tho statem ents of his colleague. T he ap­ 
pointm ents would com pare favorably with 
those of cither party anyw here in tho coun­ 
try. Postm aster Veazie had turned out, 
ju st as ho should have done, a lot of scala­ 
wags and bum m ers who were associated 
w ith his colleague (Mr. Findlay) in his cam ­ 
paign when ho tried to defeat tho Demo­ 
cratic ticket. 
This declaration was greeted w ith great 
applause on the Dem ocratic side, in which 
m any Republicans joined on general prin­ 
ciple. As it was wholly a Dem ocratic ruc­ 
tion they enjoyed it. Tho House was soon 
a scene of wild uproar and confusion. Mr. 
Findlay, Dalo with excitem ent, roso to re­ 
ply, advancing up tho aisle tow ards his col­ 
league. The threatening looks of both gen­ 
tlem en betokened a still lower fall of the 
barom eter. 
From all jiaits of th e hall 
m em bers 
crowded 
around

The belligerents continued tho 
colloquy, 
shouting

and 
dem onstrating w ith thoir clenched fists in 
a m anner suggestive OI a sparring m atch to 
he fought to a finish. The confusion was 
so grdat th at not a word tho disputants said 
conin bo heard a distance of a dozen feet. 
H ie House was in com m ittee of the whole 
w ith Air. Blount of Georgia in tiro chair. 
H o .Pounded V iciously 
w ith his gavel and called the gentlem en to 
order, but for a w hile nothing could check 
th eir ardor, and they kept on shouting and 
gesticulating, am idst tho yells and laughter 
and “nagging” of an enthusiastic and ap­ 
preciative audience. 
The M aryland eruption had spent its 
force, and th e excitem ent subsided. From 
tho press gallery, w hich afforded a good 
bird’s-eyo view of the riot, it looked at one 
tim e as if tho gentlem en would come to 
blows. 
Mr. Morrison gave notice th at ho would 
call up his tariff hill for action on Thursday 
n e x t Mr. McKinley claim s th at there will 
be fifteen m ajority 
against the 
consid­ 
eration of tho bill. A bill passed legalizing 
the incorporation of trades unions. 
Saturday.—The civil service debate con­ 
tinued in the Houso w ith unabated heat. 
Gentlem en on both sides of the cham ber 
got very m uch excited, using arm s and 
lungs witli a zeal and energy not Olton 
equalled. Air. Reed of Maine m ade a stum p 
speech, which, until he was rapped down, 
convulsed both sides of tho House with 
laughter. 
He rose to reply to some re­ 
m arks by Judge Reagan of Toxas. 
Tho 
pugnacious dotcm ier of the Constitution, 
Air. Reed, said ho would yield to no m an in 
liis iovo and respect for tho Constitution, 
hut lie did not like to see it continually 
dragged 
In 111® M irv o f P a r ti s a n P o litic* . 
Air. Reagan aroso and exclaim ed, with 
great vehemence, “Mr. Chairm an, I haven't 
m entioned tho Constitution today.” 
This was greeted w ith loud and long-con­ 
tinued applause and laughter, in which 
everybody joined oxcepttho robust gentle­ 
m an from Toxas. 
Tho hest speech of tile m orning was m ade 
by Air. W illis of K entucky, who replied 
m ost effectively to m em bers on tho Repub­ 
lican side who had arraigned tile iJtjjno- 
crata in the House for their alleged pi/fposo 
to overthrow tho civil service reform sys­ 
tem. 
His rem arks took a political turn, 
and he was called to order from tho Repub­ 
lican side by E. B Taylor of Ohio. 
Mr. W arner of Ohio im m ediately offered 
an am endm ent of tho same nature as those 
which had just been ruled out. It proposed 
th a t no part of tho appropriation for tim 
civil service commission should ho availa­ 
ble. until tho rub s were so arranged as to 
perm it tho eligibility to appointm ent of 
persons over 40 years of ago. Tlio chair­ 
m an decided it out of order, but Mr. W ar­ 
ner asked to he heard, and delivered a very 
vigorous speech in favor of His am end­ 
m ent. Tim chair ruled, however, th at it 
could not he received. 
Mr. Frye’s bill providing for a congress of 
Am erican nations was tho subject of in­ 
terest at Saturday's Senate session. Sena­ 
tor W hittohornc. in his speech, cited figures 
show ing tho foreign commerce of tho lead­ 
ing notions of the world separately. 
In 
1880 tho foreign commerce of G reat Britain 
am ounted lo $2.873,000,000. 
T ho British 
colonies. $l,8lo,rtoo,000; 
France, $1,60/5,- 
000,000: Germany, $1,573.000,OOO; United 
States, $1,545,000,000. In connection with 
this statem ent tho senator said 
T h o F la g a1 b r e n t D rlta tn 
floated 
over 
nearly 
one-half 
of 
tim 
united com m em ) of the countries named, 
w hile th at of the U nited Statos was only 
found floating over about 
one-sixth of 
it. 
Tim U nited States, howevor, ho con­ 
tinued, Blood first iii rank am ong tile 
nations of tho world in agriculture and 
m anufactures, and he saw a great field for 
the expansion and growth cf our commerce 
iu the nations lying south aud wost of tho 
United States. 
The army appropriation bill, as passed by 
tho Senate appropriates S23.S30.874. which 
is $138,053 Jess than the am ount appro­ 
priated by tile Ho.iso bill. The principal 
changes are an increase of $23,OOO for tho 
construction and repair of hospitals and 
.j 11;0,OOO for the m anufacture of arm s and 
national armories, and a decrease of $42,- 
000 for the pay and $246,003 for the sub­ 
sistence of the arpiy. 
It is thought th a t the Senate com m ittee 
on privileges and elections will decide that 
there is no need fo'- fu rther investigation of 
tho protest against tho election of Senator 
Payne. 
It is not thought possible th a t adjourn­ 
m ent of Congress will be readied before 
August, and the session may la-t longer. 
The ordinary Pitsiures, to which thero is 
not so much opposition, is expected to ho 
p u t first on I ho list. the tariff being toward 
tlie iast. 
Air. H erbert, chairm an of the 
naval com m ittee, thinks tho bills to in­ 
crease tho navy and to reorganize tho de­ 
partm ent by consolidation of bu reau s'will 
receive early consideration-

Fearful 
Rioting 
in 
the 
Streets of Belfast, 


The Ko!) Rave a Determined Fight 


With the Police. 


Claim That the Catholics were En­ 
tirely Peacable. 


Belfast was last week the scene of severe 
rioting, hut though tho results were fatal, 
it was but as child’s play to tho scenes en­ 
acted in tho streets of Ireland’s m ost pros­ 
perous city on Tuesday, W ednesday and 
T hursday last. 
Tho passions of tho two 
parties were aroused to the highest pitch. 
The despatches which Imvo been received 
credited tile O rangem en w ith tho attack, as 
if they wore tho ravening wolves am id the 
lam bs who never break the peace. Evi­ 
dently tho other side is yet to hear trom. 
.So far as the accounts bavo come, it shows 
th a t on Tuesday tho Orange mob resum ed 
the fight, and attacked houses occupied by 
Catholics, 
sm ashing the windows with 
stones, 
and in somo 
oases completely 
w recking the buildings. 
Tho police at­ 
tem pted to disperse tile rioters, w hen the 
latter turned upon them ana drove them 
back w ith stonos. Several policem en wore 
seriously injured. Reinforcem ents arrived 
and the riot act was read. This had no ef­ 
fect upon tho infuriated Orangem en, and 
the police fired upon them . The mob re­ 
turned tho tiro w ith revolvers, and tho 
fighting becam e desperate. 
Tho police 
finally overpowered the rioters and com­ 
pelled thorn to disperse, AI.my of the police 
and a large num ber of the rioters wore 
m ore or less severely injured. T he defeat 
of the hom e rule bill had em boldened tho 
Orangem en, 
and 
a 
repetition of 
the 
scenes w as feared. T he police oxcercised 
extraordinary vigilance at n ight to prevent 
a roneival of tho disorder. Th© Catholics 
were In no way responsible for the rioting 
and took 
ATo F a r t In th® D isturbance. 
W ednesday the fighting was resumed. 
Tile rioters began w ith tho determ ina­ 
tion of com pleting the devastation of the 
houses of Catholics, which they began last 
night. The police were prom ptly on band, 
and ordered to mob to disperse. No heed 
was paid to tho summons, and til© riot act 
was read w ith as little effect as its reading 
had produced tw enty-four hours before. 
The mob during tho reading of the act con­ 
tinued their work of destroying houses of 
Catholics. Suddenly the police tired, kill­ 
ing three of the mon and w ounding a dozen 
others, some probably fatally. Tho fire was 
kept tip for tw enty m inutes, several being 
wounded on both sides. 
W hen 
police 
reinforcem ents 
arrived, 
causing the rioters to w ithdraw , it was found 
th a t a barm aid in a tavorn w here the 
riot began had been shot dead, while 
looking 
from 
a 
window. 
L ater 
tho 
riot 
was renewed, 
farther 
down 
the 
street, by an 
attack upon a homo oc­ 
cupied by Catholics. 
The polico charged 
tho mob. but were received w ith a volley 
and driven off. Tho 150 policem en were 
soon 
running 
before 
a how ling mob, 
which pursued 
them 
until 
tiiey took 
refuge in their barracks. 
Tho 
rioters 
stoned 
and 
fired 
upon 
the 
bar­ 
racks, 
and 
tho 
police 
returned 
tho 
lire from tim windows, killing five and 
w ounding a dozen of tho 
mob. 
Tho 
m ilitary now arrived and dispersed the riot­ 
ers. 
Tho police joined the m ilitary and re­ 
turned to the scene of tho first disturbance 
and patrolled tho streets, preventing seve­ 
ral efforts of the rioters to reassem ble. 
Q uiet was thus restored at night. Several 
Protestant clergym en tried in ra in to in­ 
duce Hie mob to disperse during tho even­ 
ing. One of thorn was shot dead by a rioter, 
Among tho persons killed is a widow, who 
Heave* T w o H lttle C hildren, 
D uring tho rioting hero last night fully 
IOO houses owned by Catholics were wreck­ 
ed and two burned. Tile Orange mob broke 
into all the saloons owned by Catholics and 
drank the liquor and broke things up gene­ 
rally. 
Tho cry was “To hell w ith the Popo 
and Papists.” D uring the fighting twonty- 
fivo persons received 
buckshot wounds. 
Tho police have been instructed to uso ball 
cartridge. 
W hile all this was coing on at the Bowers 
H ill barracks, a mob had taken possession 
of York street They first concentrated in 
front of a w ine stove kept by a Catholic 
nam ed McKenna. The building was soon 
seized and wrecked, and all of M cK enna’s 
stock of wines was em ptied in th e stt"eet. 
This mob then proceeded to McCloskey’s 
tavern. The police had taken w arning and 
got thero first. 
A set fight took place. It 
was waged w ith desperation on both sides. 
Tile police fired twenty-six rounds of Buck­ 
shot 
ct 
tho 
rioters, 
hut 
the 
mob 
finally drove them away and sm ashed 
McOloslcey’s 
tavern 
to 
pieces, 
disj 
tributing 
th e 
inn’s 
liquors 
to 
all 
who would drink or carry liquor away. 
At tim es when the flames Hared high, tho 
sight was terrible, tho uniform ed officers 
scattered am ong the mob filling tho street 
from houso to house, each officer fighting 
on ills own account and all in tile same di­ 
rection, every man shouting or cursing, tho 
women and children at the windows shriek­ 
ing and gesticulating. Finally tho polico 
got together and carried on their battlo 
w ith buckshot. Tins eventually scattered 
the mob, anil tho fire at McGloskey’s was 
put out before it could extend. McCloskey 
and his fam ily and a ijum hor of his Catho­ 
lic neighbors wore rescued from the fury of 
the mob by in Orangeman, who took them 
to his houso and there 
G a v e T h e m ti S a f e R e fu se * . 
In the House of Commons the sam e even­ 
ing. Mr. Edw ard Jam es Saitnderson (Con.)

On Thursday the mob, not satisfied with 
the two days’ fight, started In again. Thoir 
attack on Die police was m ost desperate. 
They sustained a bayonet charge, and, 
though giving way when solid volleys were 
fired, returned im m ediately, and. creeping 
under the m uzzles of the rilics, attacked 
the officers while loading. After their day’s 
labor ii ad ended, thousands of workingm en 
gathered in the vicinity of the Bowers Hill 
police barracks. They excited Hip police 
aud cried out. “ We will h a 'o ton lives for 
every one of the wee m urdered girls." Tile 
county police were then w ithdraw n, and 
some well-known local constables were sent 
to reason w ith tho mob. Tho latter dem anded 
the w ithdraw al of all the police. Archdea­ 
con Lever and several Presbyterian clergy­ 
men after this implored the mob to disperse. 
Tilings w ent on in this way until about lf) 
o'clock, when two troops of dragoons gal­ 
loped up. They were loilowod by 300 in­ 
fantry. These men had been under arm s 
eleven hours. The mob was for a m om ent 
powerless w ith surprise and dispersed. Tho 
runaw ays soon, however, became asham ed 
of them selves and returned to the scents, 
w arm ly cheering tho soldiers. 'I he latter 
had taken com plete 
possession of the 
streets around the barracks and cordoned 
them effectively. The mob, realizing the 
im pregnability of th© police position, now 
departed in sections, cursing the Pope, 
D enouncing Home R ule, 


an d R inging “ Tho Orange Lily” and “Rulo 
B ritannia.” 
F riday was a day of com parative rest. 
The mob, cowed by tile lesson of tile day 
before, did n o t renew the attack, but sullen­ 
ly retired before the police orders to dia­ 
per; e. Tho effect of th© riots was better 
been on tho day folk.wing. 
T he scenes attending the funerals of tho 
victim s ot tho recent nots were very affect­ 
ing. 
W omen wailed and 
men sobbed. 
The 
crowds 
along the funeral 
routes 
were the largest, seen here for m any years. 
There was no disorder. The police and 
m ilitary stood in 
pretty dos© file fill 
tho way with loaded rifles. 
The pub­ 
lic have subscribed liberally to defray 
tho expenses of tile funerals. Tho money 
raised 
inis 
already 
proved 
sufficient 
to buy tho graves needed by o.zch bereaved 
fam ily and to leave a handsome balance, 
which will be divided am ong the needy 
relatives of the dead. A num ber of tho 
rioters have already been convicted aud 
sentenced to various term s of im prison­ 
m ent, one to seven m onths at hard labor. 
It is rum ored that. tho governm ent intends 
to disarm the pcoule of Belfast. Troops 
con tm uc to arrive in large num bers. T heir 
presence indicates th a t Hie authorities fear 
th a t more troublous tim es are looming up. 
Tho coroner’s jury in the case.of Mary 
Reilly, one of the victim s of the recent 
riots, returned a verdict of w ilful m urder 


on Saturday against the police who fired 
into Hie mob at the Bowers Hill station. 
Tho Orange lodges of U lster have been 
instructed to suspend drilling during the 
excitem ent in Belfast.

Gladstone’s Defeat on the 
Home Rule Bill. 


Preparing for the Appeal to the Voters 


•f Great Britain and Ireland. 


Mad King Ludwig—Princes 
Ex­ 
pelled from France. 


Tho long-looked for vote on tho hom e 
rule bill has been taken. All conjecture 
has been set at rest by tho fact th at tho 
British House of Commons rejected the 
“governm ent of Ireland h ill” by a m ajority 
of thirty in a full house. Tho hill has t een 
so often discussed in this colum n, and the 
opinions of 
woll-known w riters 
on its 
chances so often presented, th a t any detail 
of its points is unneccessary in this sum ­ 
mary, The closing debate was notable for 
three speeches. Mr. George J. Goschon, a 
form er m em ber of tho Liberal governm ent. 
who attacked th© hill from the “Liberal 
U nionist1’ point of view ; Mr. Parnell, who 
rn ado a singularly m oderato and statesm an­ 
like speech in behalf of tho bill, accepting 
it in rail for tho wrongs of Ireland and 
urging its support upon the m em bers of 
Parliam ent, as a message of poaco and 
good will for both countries. 
Mr. Glad­ 
stone’s closing speech was a m asterpiece of 
special pleading for th© bill. A llthoelo- 
qnenc© wa« wasted on tho members, how­ 
ever, for tho bill was rejected. The revolu­ 
tion in party feeling is well shown by tho 
following: “The Liberals began the session 
w ith a m ajority over tho Conservatives of 
about eighty seats; Mr. Parnell brought 
about ninety N ationalist m em bers to thoir 
support, which gave a combined m ajority 
over til© opposition of ITO votes, lin t as 
the bill lins been lost 
by thirty votes 
it is evident th at som ewhere about loo 
Liberal mouthers, elected to snppart Mr. 
Gladstone, 
havo 
seceded 
and 
voted 
No on b's homo rule bill. 
It is idle 
to deny th at a m easure th a t is lost by a 
secession of nearly one-third of tho entire 
body of the nom inal supporters of the gov­ 
ernm ent which fram ed it is—by tho ordi­ 
nary rules of parliam entary procedure— 
overwhelm ingly lost. No other m inistry of 
V ictoria’s reign 
Un* B een Itepndlnted 
by so largo a body of its followers w ithin so 
short a tim e of its accession to power.” It 
m ight bo added that po m inister in English 
politics better understands the art of frit­ 
tering away a m ajority than Mr Gladstone. 
More than onco he lias been returned at tho 
head of hi* party, w ith m ajorities of over 
IOO, and has gradually driven them into 
voting against his measures. 
The effect of the defeat was to create tho 
greatest excitem ent. Tho governm ent im ­ 
m ediately nsked for an adjournm ent till 
Thursday, at.which tim e it would ho pro- 
D ared to state its intentions. These wero 
stated—as all had anticnatod—to be a hard­ 
working attem pt to clear up tho routine 
work of Parliam ent, tho appropriations nee- 
essery for the m aintenance of the govern­ 
m ent bein* passed, hut no business of im­ 
portance will be initiated by the govern­ 
m ent.

Rapid strides have been made in the rul- 
tnre of colory. 
Only a few years ago it 
was supposed that this esculent could not bo 
Blown except by planting it in trenches. 
The demand for it increased fo rapidly that 
a largo number of market pardoners bogan 
(Trowing it as a special crop. Those having 
soil specially adapted to its growth gave 
their whole attention to this one crop. 
Tho market competition increasing with 
’the demand, a less extensive method of 
cultivation was sought after. 
Celery re­ 
quires a very rich, moist and well-under- 
flrained soil that contains an abundance of 
vegetable matter. There are several locali­ 
ties w here large areas of land are devoted 
exclusively to celery culture. In tho vicin­ 
ity of Kalamazoo, Mich., the marshy land 
has 
been 
found to 
be. especially well 
adapted to the growth of celery. 
Hun­ 
dreds of acres are there devoted to this 
crop. This land is almost entirely divided 
up among tenants in parcels, varying from 
onc-iourth ot an acre to six acres. I he lat­ 
ter amount has been found lo be as large a 
tract as can he profitably cared for by one 
grower. The soil is so well adapted to its 
growth and the culture has been so simpli­ 
fied that the growers have earned for tho 
Kalamazoo celery a wonderful reputation. 
Instead of t>eing grown 
in trenches, 
colen- is almost exclusively grown by set­ 
t i n g 'he plants on a level with the surface. 
It can he grown much cheaper by this 
method, as a large amount of the cultiva­ 
tion can tie performed with a horse. ' >ne 
verv essential point in growing celery is to 
make it “bunch” or “stool out, ’ so that. 
Instead of two or three straight stalks to a 
root, there m aybe seven or eight, all well 
developed. The secret of making the plants 
“bunch'' simply consists in sowing tho 
seedy not too thickly in tho soed-bod. ami 
transplanting tw ice at tho proper periods. 
Thev are transplanted from the seed-bed as 
neon as the plants are of sufficient size to 
handle conveniently, into mellow soil at a 
distance ot from three to six inches apart. 
They are finally transplanted when they 
are about six inches high. into rows throe 
feet apart and twelve inches apart in the 
row. 
\lanv growers allow the plants to re­ 
main in the seed-bed until they are four 
Inches high, but such plants will not pro­ 
duce the best celery. Im order to produce 
the best results a verv rapid growth must 
bo recured at bleaching time. A rapid 
growth in September is much more im­ 
portant than earlier in the season. 
To 
secure this. vigorous cultivation should bo 
given just before tho banking begins. 
Manv growers secure two crops of celery 
from the same land in one season, by setting 
thrifty plants during the month of August, 
after the early crop has been removed. 
Celery that has reached its maturity will 
cot keep as well during the winter as that 
Vvbirb has not obtained its full growth. 
That intended for use in the spring should 
be planted from Angust I to the 16th. and 
then tho growth hastened by repeated cul­ 
tivation. Those plants should be taken up 
with the soil adhering to tho roots and 
placed in narrow trenches for bleaching be­ 
fore cold weather sets in, aud they will 
bleach and be very lino for use the follow­ 
ing spring. One writer recommends tiles 
for bleaching celery’ for family use. and 
lavsthe soil must fie banked up half the 
length of the tiles during warm weather; 
otherwise, the tiles will retain tho heat and 
injure the plant. He also removes the tile 
from the plant, breaks off the outer stains, 
replaces the tiles aud allows new stalks to 
E 
rose from the centre of tho plant.—[ll us- 
andman.

Squashes, Melons and Cucumbers 
should go in this month. 
Select a time 
when the ground is warm. Use only well- 
rotted manure in the hill, and use that lib­ 
erally. Be sure that the seed is good, aud 
do not plant too deep. Allow four or five 
plant® to stand in the hill until they have 
made the tilth leaf, then reduce to two. If 
bugs are troublesome sprinkle the plants 
with lino tobacco, 
or make a 
solution 
of that, and then add an ounce of copperas 
to a pailful of the liquid, and wet the leaves 
with the solution. Or Jay shingles by the 
side of the hill, and visit theta before sun­ 
rise. and kill every bug found sheltered 
beneath the shingle. 
The ground between tho hills should be 
rich with old manure, or it should be made 
rich by scattering phosphate there as the 
vines begin to rim. It is easier and cheaper 
to grow a good crop of squashes in a held 
devoted entirely to that crop, then to try 
to steal a crop of pumpkins by planting them 
among the corn. Our fathers used to raise 
the yellow pumpkins among tho corn, and 
ar. old-time picture or description of a corn- 
held was not complete unless they were 
Lhere, but experiments provo that they re­ 
duce the corn crops on our holds now more 
than their own value, whatever they might 
have done in Hie olden lime when our 
talliers were working almost virgin soil. 
Occasionally a man m aybe found who 
declares that the best Hubbard or Turban 
suitash that ever grew does not make as 
good pie as his mother used to make from 
ll,e pumpkin, but as tho liest grapes in our 
vineyards do not have the flavor that those 
did which we picked in the woods when 
boys, and there are norv no apples so good 
as t hose on the trees which stood in our 
fath er’s lane or back of tho old barn, we 
must accept this as one of the signs of tho 
degeneracy of the times, and not blame the 
Squash alone. A good squash is much better 
vegetable than the best pumpkin.

To po on in old ways is to march company 
with the counterfeiters of the ordinary dairy 
products, and those who elect to use tin 
pans, dash chums, sour cream, and who be­ 
lieve 'hat washing butter spoils it, must 
fight in an unequal battle that promises no 
victory*. .Taking an observation from tho 
vantage ground of the best butter-makers, 
no learn that cream must be separated 
from the milk sooner than by old methods; 
the ripening stage hastened, to obviate 
souring; it m ust be washed clean of butter­ 
milk, iustead of working it out, and packed 
st once, not hailed, so that it may have a 
distinctive rosy aroma to give it a recogniz- 
ihlo class of its own (a flavor that no coun­ 
terfeit can approach) and so a fancy market 
price. 
But those who have always made butter 
with the ordinary apparatus often experi­ 
ence much difficulty in getting tho “hang” 
of creameries and revolving churns, and 
pronounce them humbugs. This is a result 
of attempting to try to continue old customs 
with new inventions. 
Una of 
the first 
troubles arises with the cream. On the open 
pan the cream is thick, aud usually in 
warm wouther is “ripe'' enough to churn 
when it is taken off, and when set away tho 
usual two days before churning, it gets verv 
said or sour. With the creamer and cold 
Setting, the cream is thin and perfectly 
sweet. To get good results from such cream 
it must be ripened. This is accomplished 
best by keeping tile cream warm, up to and 
even above the churning point, and by ire- 
anent stirring'promote acidity, but differ­ 
ent from the sour of the thicker, open-set 
;ream. 
This cream shauld be churned as soon as 
the first stages of mild acidity areapparent. 
With the revolving churns a more fluid 
sonditicm is desirable, for tho operation ut 
thorning with the more modern churn is a 
pouring, not 
a 
stirring, 
performance, 
trouble is often met with in churning, that 
ihe cream swells, the churn gets full, is a 
ions time coming, etc. Usually this all 
sroceeds from tilling the churn so lull that 
there is no thorough agitation of the cream, 
md it goes over and over with tho churn. 
In using tnt revolving churn, it should bo 
Hopped after a few minutes, and tho vent- 
plus removed to allow this acid air to es- 
;aj e. aud it should be once or twice re* 
seated. A revolving churn should never be 
Sllcd more than three-eightlis full. Then 
-A gives tile cream a pouring motion, or 
•urrenl. as the churn partially lifts and 
;hen drops it. 
The cream may behave bad if too w arm. 
inite as likely as if too cold; but as a rule 
ope c re a m may be more profitably churned 
it 58 to 6<v than at 64 , as the point of 
jeparation of the fluids and solids of ripe 
srearo—other things being equal—is below 
.hat of acid cream. 
Two other things 
hould also bo borne in mind—that cream 
seeds to be churned a little wanner in win­ 
ier, when cows are wholly kept upon dry 
feed, than in summer, when grass is abun- 
iarit. A high standard of quality in butter 
;an only be maintained by having an occa- 
ticnal “fresh” cow—a remedy in nianv 
lases where cream is turbulent about “coni­ 
n g.” Often the whole oithculiy lies iii the 
;are of the cream or milk, and is not charge­ 
able to either churn or creamery.

•t hole process of butter-making is under- 
toing a change which must be regarded, or 
•’.se the maker see his “prime old-tashioued 
Hitler” sell at butterine prices.—[J, G..Ohio, 
n the Tribune. 


Value of Feed and Ccws. 
Much money has been wasted by breeders 
in efforts to secure the )>ost strains of Jersey 
blood, because they had no clear idea of the 
proper test to ascertain the relative value 
of the cow’s. Buyers have only looked at 
Hie pounds-of butter made by the cow or by 
fear near relatives, taking no »cooimt of her 


J grain, or other ration, while preparing for 
I and while making her reported yield.

cow is valuable in proportion to the per- 
I feet working of lier digestive organs, 
j Every article of food lias a nutritive value, 
which value can only lie certainly show n by 
experim enting to know its effect on the 
animals fed, iii producing beef, in beef ani- 
I maist milk, in milk animals, or butter, in 
I butler animals. An animal is valuable in 
1 projxirtion to the smallness of the feed 
I ration it requires to produced a given num- 
j her of pounds of milk, pounds of cheese, 
j pounds of lintier or pounds of liecf. There- 
! toro sn intelligent breeder should secure 


I those animals which will give the most 


I m ilk, the most beet. the most cheese, or 
; the most butter to any given feed ration. 
Furthermore, that animal which mcst 
; thoroughly extracts the nutriment from 
her food, is invariably the most sound, 
healthy and long-lived. Undigested food, 
or food from which not half Hie nutriment 
is extracted, is sure to breed fever and other 
forms of disease. 
In order that Jersey brooders may have, 
in a convenient form for reference, the feed­ 
ing value of different feeds, so tiiat they 
m aybe able to tell with reasonable cer­ 
tainty tho real value of their own cows, or 
of cows reported as making large tests 
while consuming enormous grain rations. 
as compared with reasorvvblo feeding and 
product, I send you for publication the en­ 
closed table:

To ascertain the practical value of a cow, 
multiply the number of pounds or quarts of 
each article of food she consumes during 
tho test by t he number opposite its name in 
the table. Their add tho various products 
together and divide the total by the number 
ol p ou n d s of butter made. Doing this with 
the feed record of any number of cbws 
(other things being equal), the relative value 
of each cow w ill be shown by Hie quotient; 
the smallest number being against tho most 
valuable cow . tho largest number against 
the h ast valuable, and the others ranging 
between, in tho order of numbers. When a 
cow is on grass, assume it as the equivalent 
of tw enty pounds of good hay per day. 
I need not say that the ideas herein ad­ 
vanced (arni which I have advanced in pre­ 
vious articles in your valuable journal), if 
true, will .scatter the worshippers at some 
old shrines, and possibly set up now idols.

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A u E x p e r im e n t W ith O u t* — E a r ly -C u t 
C lo v e r—n a n tin * and E la tin g C o rn . 
Last year I sow ed oats on wheat land. 
April l l , which vvns a month before tho 
land could have been worked. This was 
the best crop of oats ever grown on the 
farm. They were higher than my head, 
and ripened with tho little winter wheat 
which was not killed out and grew. This 
year I sowed seven bushels of oats on wheat 
ground which had an unpromising appear­ 
ance, the 2’Jcl of March. A few inches of 
snow had fallen on tho mud the night be­ 
fore, which made it a nice time to sow the 
cats. The oats fell in the snow and water, 
aud in a few minutes settled down out of 
sight. Alter the snow melted tho oats re­ 
mained on top of tho ground, freezing and 
thawing, until the 8th of April, when 
they bogan 
to 
sprout 
with 
the first 
hours of warmth. It froze hard several 
nights after 
the 
oats 
began 
to send 
their root sprout into tho ground, but 
by tho timo the stem end had begun to grow, 
a few days after, it froze no more, and in a 
tow days tho oats wero coming up all over 
tho field. 
By this I mean tho root end was 
fastened to tho ground and the little blades 
were pushing cut. Today, May 14, I have 
been out and measured a number of tho oat 
plants, aud they will stretch up from six 
inches to a foot, with several extra shoots 
or tillers. 
At this same date two teams are 
ploughing the last fluid to sow oats, and are 
in low places ploughing through water. 
It 
will 
bo 
several 
days 
before 
the 
field can bo sown, on account of the wetness 
of the land. It is not a wet lot. but is slop­ 
ing and is clay loam, which holds the water* 
and has a slow evaporation, lf this field 
had been fitted last fall for oats it could have 
been sown a month and a half earlier, or 
more than that, and the crop would have 
been just so far advanced, whereas it will 
now bo sown as soon as lit. and so very late. 
All such fields (and I am not sure biff; all 
fields calculated for oats) will bo fitted for 
tho crop the autumn before, and the oats 
sown on top of Hie ground, as soon in tho 
spring as the frost begins to come out. This 
was tho case last year, and tho oats wero 
sown in the mud, in som eplacesanklodeeo. 
it would have been so this year but for the 
carpet of snow. 
I want to seed the oat lot now being pre­ 
pared, and I confess the chalices for a good 
catch are not encouraging, it being so late 
in the season. Tile clover in Hie wheat-oat 
lot is now’ in the second leaf, and all the 
grass seed is well rooted and started. Grass 
seed (.annot be sown too early lith e spring, 
neither can cats. 
I see that Professor Shelton recommended 
to tho farmers of Kansas to cultivate the 
grounn where the wheat was killed out, 
and to sew eats and harrow them in as soon 
as the ground would admit. This was safe 
and sensible advice, as it would 
save 
ploughing tho ground, but the professor 
need not be afraid to tell the Kansas farm­ 
ers to sow tho oats right on top of the 
ground before the snow is gone or the frost 
is out, so that they can have tho advantage 
of all the moisture aud wet of spring. This 
is what the oats want. Tho little covering 
of earth is all poetry or mere sentiment, 
whore there is plenty of moisture in Hie 
ground. Professor Shelton has high hopes 
of the Kansas winter oats as being hardy 
and capable of resisting tho cold aud frosts 
when sown comparatively early. This is 
another 6afo conclusion, and lie may go 
farther and commend any kind of oats to 
endure all tho frosts and cold after tho 
spring begins to open. They will adjust 
themselves to tho situation; that is, not 
grow or corno forward any faster than the 
season will admit, and so be in line with 
the surrounding conditions. 
Tho oats I 
sowed last year were common white; those 
th*.® year wa re tho Kirby Homestead smoky, 
later than the common and ranker growing. 
I Iftvvo this year sown tho Kansas black 
winter oats, and the smoky sort; seed sent 
to me by N. G. Hock, Junction City, Kau. 
Both of these kinds were sown tho 22d of 
March on ground prepared last fall and left 
till tho time of sowing. They have come 
on with my own kind. I have no doubt 
that oats could he sown after the growing 
season was over in the autumn and they 
would germinate in the spring. 
I shall try 
the experiment this autumn. 
Last year 
there was a bunch of buckw heat near the 
barway, and not being taken out of the way 
it was all threshed out by the teams turn­ 
ing, and the grain was left on Hie ground. 
That spot is now covered with young buck­ 
wheat, showing that the seed endured all 
the freezing aud tliuwiugof a most remark­ 
ably changing winter. 
I have known oats and corn to corno up 
the next season where the pigs had been 
fed on the ground tho year before. 
Kot- 
wwithstanding these facts, I should prefer to 
keep my seed oats or spring w heat in the 
granary till the frost was going out. and 
then sow it. The birds might eat a great 
deal oi it, and then again tho chances are 
Jess ail around. 
Tile plan ot preparing the ground In tho 
autumn for tho oats and tho spring wheat 
will very much lessen the amount of work 
in the spring and ensure belter crops, astite 
most favorable period for grow th will all 
be available; and, as tar as spring seeding 
is concerned, there will be an immense 
gain in grow th and certainty of a good 
catch. 
Where tho land is sandy or loamy or 
mucky, in tact, on any land but clay, there 
need be no fear of the land being too hard, 
as the freezing, in its action, will mellow 
the earth sufficiently; and neither of these 
crops require the ground to be as mellow a-, 
for barley, buckw heat or corn. They will 
do better when it is moderately firm or 
compact. Bains should bo taken to open 
furrows or ditches so as to drain off the sur­ 
face water, a? grain will not grow in stand­ 
ing water, and if left to dry off or evaporaie 
tile water will leave the ground hard and 
unlit for a seed-bed.—LE. IX Curtis, in Coun­ 
try Gentleman.

E a rly-C u t Clover. 
Clover will soon be ready to cu t Tile 


I proper time for cutting is now a live ques- 
I lion. Some say cut it when it first comes 


I into bloom ; others say when it is in full 
I bloom; and practice lets one-lialf of the 
: heads get dead ripe. All aim to get it at 
the right time, and in the best condition; 
but few begin cutting early enough toavoid 
putting in a lot pf dead-ripe clover at tho 
end. Especially; ifl it; comes on wet. the 
d oter must stand until fair weather, and 
often by this tim e it is well seeded. 
B hat says chemistry about Hie proper 
time to cut clover? The result*of j»m*iv%es 


do not seem to favor any of the periods 
when clover is usually cut. The tables give 
the nutritive ratio of clover in full bloom— 
the time perhaps most generally agreed 
upon—as one part of nitrogenous material 
to 5.7 of carbonaceous. This is a very good 
ratio tor ordinary feeding nurposes, but 
clover cut at this time floes notappear to be 
at its best. When cut before blossoming, 
the feeding ratio is given as one of nitrog­ 
enous to 3.8 of carbonaceous material. 
This is pretty 
strong 
meat, and will 
admit 
of 
corn 
meal, 
cornstalks, 
or 
straw*, as a part of tho ration, and still 
bo tip to the standard. Clover cut before 
blossom has about one-third larger propor­ 
tion of muscle aud cheese-making material 
than that cut in full blossom; and usually 
the more nitrogeneous foods aro counted 
the more valuable. There is no trouble in 
getting tho carbonaceous, but care must bo 
taken that they aro in a digestible form. 
Coarse libre is not; yet this is what we get 
in overripe fodder. 
Another point in favor of the clover cut 
before blossom, and just about, tho tim e it 
is ready to begin to open, is that it is more 
easily digested. There is not so much bulk, 
but a larger proportion of the whole plant 
is digested 
This, of course, makes it 
more nutritious, and better for producing 
milk or beef. Letting clover stand until it 
gets more mature simply increases the 
amount of carbonaceous fibre, but the in­ 
crease is offset by loss of digestibility 
We 
suspect that very few of the fodder plants 
ana grasses, except corn. are cut and cured 
a ta so a rly a period of their development 
as they should be.—[Live Stock Journal. 


Planting Corn, 
A careless or unskilful planter to a corn 
field can easily waste much more than his 
wages in planting this crop. Many tim es in 
looking 
through a field after Mio com 
planted by four or five men has come up, 
the difference in tho row’s will plainly show 
the faults of the planters. The fact that it 
is hard to get a number of men to do uni­ 
formly good work in planting is one chief 
reason for putting coni in by machinery, 
w hich, if not always the best method, can 
at least be relied on to do nearly uniform 
work. The great bulk of tho corn crop in 
the Western States is planted with the 
check-row machine, a planter run by horses, 
and which w hen set right will make rows 
both ways at any required distance apart. 
From what we have seen of these machines. 
their faults are in dumning the grains of 
corn too much in a heap, in coveting them 
too deeply, and usually in planting mere 
seed than is best for a good crop. 
We can do better by good hand planting, 
and, in fact, our average yields in New Eng­ 
land are larger than in tho greatest corn- 
growing States, where it would be supposed 
that conditions for large crops were much 
more favorable than here. 
And with our 
best crops tho profit per acre is much 
larger than under Western methods of cul­ 
tivation. It has need to be, for one man 
cannot, manage as many acres as where 
everything is done by horse power. But so 
much depends on good planting in getting 
a uniform stand 
that it is a question 
whether more corn planting should not be 
done by hand, provided it 4ould be done in ' 
the best manner. With rows threo and a 
half feet each way an active man should be 
able to plant an acre and a half or more in 
aday. Calling a day’s work worth 81 60, 
it makes tho cost of hand planting $1 per 
acre. Will not the additional yield from 
hav ing tho seed nut in just right more than 
offset this slight extra expenso? 
For it 
must be remembered 
that planting by 
horse power, requiring machinery, mon 
and teams, also costs pretty dearly,' and 
does not do its work in the best manner. 
Tho mistakes in hand planting are more 
apt to result from fussiness and trying to 
do too much than from any other cauSe. 
Tho very best planter we over had made 
few motions to a hill, and kept clear ahead 
of those working with nim. Mo was careful 
to drop just four grains of corn in each hill, 
covered with one stroke of tho hoe, stepped 
ca tho freshly covered seed abd was ready 
for the next hill. At the time we thought 
his work Bio slovenly and careless, but tho 
row s where every hill was stepped on, and 
tho seed covered with a very light cover­ 
ing of fine earth, were up first, and kept 
their lead all through the season. This ex­ 
periment and subsequent observation have 
convinced ns that too deep planting is the 
cause of many failures in corn growing. 
Marking for corn w’here tho soil Is mollow, 
as it should be. leaves the checks in a de­ 
pression which cannot be lilied without 
covering the seed too deeply. As tho check­ 
row planter makes its own rows by dragging 
a chain on the outside at each turn across 
tlio field, it may under such conditions not 
plant more deeply than hand planting in 
the checks made by the marker. Extra 
labor in hand planting is thus to be given 
In filling up the depression, so as to make 
the hill up to the surrounding soil, planting 
on that aud then covering lightly as before. 
lf the very best start for com is desired, it 
will bo worth whilo to do this. It is one of 
tho advantages of applying phosphate to 
corn in tho hill, which requires some ad­ 
m ixture of soil with it to prevent burning 
the seed. A small amount of phosphate is 
thrown in the check where the hill is to he, 
a little earth thrown on this with either tho 
foot or hoe, and then the seed deposited on 
the bed thus made, which is now raised 
nearly even with the surrounding surface. 
Artificial fertilizers thus applied to corn 
give an advantage tothecropniuch greater 
than the mammal value they furnish to it. 
They make a seed-bed finely pulverized, and 
the fertilizer, furnishing heat and moisture, 
helps to disintegrate the soil and make avail­ 
able tho plant food which if contains 
Tho 
soil under tho hills is the only part of tho 
field that the cultivator dees not reach some 
timo during the growing season. Hence the 
necessity ut putting this in the best condi­ 
tion boforo planting, as its defects cannot 
easily be remedied afterward. Even if no 
fertilizer is applied in the hill, a hoeful of 
soil in tho check, with tho grain dropped on 
that and another over the seed, is, as every 
one can see, better than putting the corn 
deep dow n with ail the soil over it required 
to bring tile hill level with thb surface. 
Compacting soil around the seed is all the 
compression that corn 
ground requires. 
The swelling of the corn in germination 
compacts the soil to some extent, and in 
wet weather is sufficient. But if the plant­ 
ing has been done in a dry time, then pack­ 
ing tho hill after planting with a spat of tho 
hoe, or stepping on it, which is hotter still, 
puts the seed in close contact with earth on 
every side. When the roots begin to run, 
tho soil can hardly be too loose and friable. 
Tho opeu spaces under heavy sods are gen­ 
erally mostly pressed together by dragging 
and 
harrowing 
before planting. 
Borne 
probably remain, and it is possible that the 
decaying sod aids in disintegrating this con­ 
fined air, and making its nitrogen available 
for plant lood. It at least furnishes warmth 
to the roots, which is what tho corn plant 
needs quite as much as m a n u re . 
Drilling corn in rows is rapidly growing 
in laver, arid is destined to become even 
m o re popular as the defects in this method 
of planting are remedied. The drill almost 
always puts in corn too deeply. This can be 
prevented by an attacli*nent which can be 
applied to any drill, consisting of small 
wheels running behind each drill tube, 
holding it un and compacting Hie soil above 
tho seed. Tile depth can thus be regulated, 
phosphate or ether fertilizer lie drilled in 
w itll the seed aud the ground compacted 
over it, all at ono operation. Com thus 
planted is up in six days after planting and 
makes a rapid growth. By beginning to 
cultivate early, and by the use of tho 
smoothing bai row* over the w hole surface 
as soon as tho corn is up, the land can be 
kept clean and a largo crop made with 
scarcely any hand labor. This attachment 
is good for other grains, hut more impor­ 
tant for use on tho drill when putting in 
corn, as this grain is more frorpiently in­ 
jured by deep planting than any other.— 
[Cultivator.

Listing Corn. 
We notice that tho agricultural papers of 
the country are quito generally advocating 
listing corn. This is an old method of 
planting in the greatcorn-growingdistricts, 
but it is a practice which w’o cannot indorse 
as fully as many of our contemporaries aro 
doing. The method is as follows: With a 
lister, which is simply a plough 'with a 
double mouldboard, one throwing one wTay 
and the other the other, tho ploughman 
opens up a furrow between the lam year’s 
rows ol cornstalks; the corn is dropped in 
the furrow and covered. ISomo listers have 
a dropper attached by which the corn is 
dropped aud covered, as the furrow is made. 
Thus the tanner goes into an unploughed 
field, 
and in one operation ploughs tho 
ground and plants his corn. 
There is certainly a great saving of timo 
in the early part of tho season, when thero 
is too much work that is crowding to lie 
done, and the advocates of the system claim 
this timo saved then is saved altogether. 
They claim, too. that planting the seed in 
the fresh, moist soil, it germinates and 
comes up better. The ploughing of the 
space between the rows is done as the corn 
is cultivated. We regard tiffs method of 
planting as but little better than a make­ 
shift, to be adopted in the case of an emer­ 
gency, a®, for instance, when labor is very 
scarce and high, or the season is very late 
and there is not time to plough and proper­ 
ly prepare the land before planting. 
It is 
not a method that will commend itself to 
the careful and thrifty farmer. 
“Tillage is manure” is an axiom accfepted 
as true by our best farmers, and it is also ad­ 
mitted bv them that this tillage can be 
done the best and cheapest before the crop 
is planted, rather than after. A lister can 
do hut little towards giving the soil the 
requisite pulverizing tnat is needed to re­ 
duce it to a condition that the plant food 
will be rendered soluble. This must be 
done by the after’ manipulation of Hilo 
ground, and can then neither bo done ef­ 
fectively nor rapidly. The system requires 
the use of the cultivator or other tool work­ 
ing but one row at a time, and much care 
must be used to prevent burying the young 
plants that are growing in the furrow. 
Tile smoothing harrow, a most effective 
tool on properly prepared laud, is useless 
after a lister. The corn being in the bottom 
of furrows, is more subject to washing than 
wjieu the surface is smooth. 
Tile corn is 
only planted in drills, aud with the & mailer 


chance of subduing weeds at their start, 
there is also less chance to subdue them all 
through the season. 
More foul cornfield 
ami weedy land will be found where corn 
is listed than where it is not. 
It is also a 
system of planting adopted 
w’here no 
thought of rotation of crop exists. 
Corn 
follows com. and the last year’s corn rows 
serves as guides by which to plant the pres­ 
ent crop.

Hungarian Crass and Millet 
may be put rn this month; and. when land 
and season are just right, they will furnish 
a large amount of good fodder in return for 
little labor. Tjje land needs to bo rich and 
a deep loam, but warm. They will do bet­ 
ter upon a southern exposure than if tho 
land lies to the north. It is well to put on 
from 400 to 60o pounds of fertilizer per 
acre, and harrow it in at tho tim e of sowing 
the seed, as it assists the crop in getting a 
good start. It requires, however, much more 
than that to carry the crop through. These 
are crops which exhaust the soil very much, 
and the land should be rich to start with. 
Then it should have a liberal application of 
barnyard manure before any other crop is 
put on. An ordinary phosphate does not 
seem to supply the material taken out by 
these crops, as it does when a crop of 
corn or cern fodder is raised. Perhaps ono 
reason of 
this may be found in the 
fact that the corn"roots leave much more 
vegetable matter In the’soil than does the 
finer roots of the millet, and although 
chemists,or rather fertilizer manufacturers, 
claim that this vegetable matter is of no 
other value than for the amount of nitro­ 
gen. phosphoric acid and potash which it 
contains, and which can he furnished in 
their compounds, yet it may be that this 
claim is not well founded, and that humus, 
as they call this vegetable matter, does pos­ 
sess some valuable properties which they 
do not take into account 
At any rate, it 
seems to be on established fact that if the 
same amount of manure or fertilizer is used 
for corn fodder and for millet, tho crop of 
the former may bo tw enty tons to the acre, 
and of the latter not more than one-quarter 
of that amount, and the land will grow a 
much better crop after the corn than after 
the m illet, if given the same treatment. 


TOBACCO C U E T E R E . 


Brl rn I n it. Topping, W orming and Suck­ 
ering Tobacco. 
Under this head there is a wide difference 
of opinion. Breaking off the small and in­ 
ferior leaves of tho plant near the ground is 
called "priming.” which operation is done 
along with the "topping,” if done at all. 
Thoro aro advantages for and against prim­ 
ing, bat all resort to topping—plucking out 
the seed bud and adjacent small loaves 
with the thumb and finger. Some contend 
that pulling off the lower leaves saps the 
plants and retards 
tho growth, if the 
weather is dry; that permitting the lower 
leaves to remain on the stalks protects tho 
upper ones from sand and grit, makes them 
cleaner and therefore more salable. Sand 
and grit are the terror of the tobacco buyer. 
On the other band, it is contended by some 
that by pulling off tho lower leaves, which 
are generally useless, the remaining leaves 
receive more nutriment and contain more 
W’ax, oil and gum, and that tho lower leaves 
harbor worms and rnako the worming pro­ 
cess more tedious. 
It is best to wait until a considerable 
nil tuber of plants begin to button for seed 
before commencing to top. Topping should 
be the work of experienced and trusty 
ha'nds--men who Can top, leaving any re­ 
quired number of leaves on a plant withoht 
counting. Tho secret of this—no longer a 
secret to tho initiated—is, that the topper 
soon learns to know that, counting the bot­ 
tom leaf and the leaf that hangs over it in 
tho third tier going upward, make nine 
leaves, including 
both 
top and bottom 
leaves. Fixing this in his mind, the topper 
has only to add to or deduct from this index 
leaf marking nine, to leave any desired 
number of leaves on each plant with cer­ 
tainty and without counting. 
Young man. 
if you don’t know how, get some old negro 
to show you. Topping, you will find, is a 
slow business if you have to count the 
leaves on all the plants topped, lf tho 
plants are not "primed,” then the bottom 
leaf must bo fixed by the eye, looking 
upward 
for 
the 
leaf 
in 
the 
third 
tier, which bangs 
over 
it, 
to 
catch 
the 
one 
as 
before. 
If 
priming 
is 
done, don’t err in pulling off too many 
leaves. No regular rule can he given, so 
the planter must judge for himself. The 
reason given for waiting until many plants 
are ready to be topped, is mainly that more 
plants may ripen together, and be ready for 
the knife at the same time. This is an ad­ 
vantage that applies With strong force to 
all tobacco intended for fine curing. The 
number of loaves to be left on each plant 
varies according to tho time the work is 
done, earlv or late, the appearance and 
prospective development of the plant, tho 
season, whether propitious or unfavorable, 
strength of the soil and amount of fertiliz­ 
ing material applied. On medium soils,in 
ordinary seasons, the first topping should 
be 
from 
ten to thirteen leaves—rarely 
more—for brights; for sweet fillers from 
nine to ten, and for dark, rich shipping, 
from eight to nine leaves are enough. As 
the season advances reduce the number of 
leaves 
accordingly, 
rememoering 
that 
quality more than quantity regulates re­ 
turns. 
Many devices have been resorted to in 
order to lessen the number and mitigate 
the ravages of the horn worm, but the lack 
of general aud continued efforts from year 
to year has brought only partial relief. 
Somo years they come in great numbers, 
and, despite Hie best efforts of the planter, 
seriously damage his crop. Perhaps tho 
next year they are few, and give him no 
trouble. It is the nature of this insect to 
raise at least two broods during the year. 
The hawk moth or tobacco fly usually 
makes his appearance in tho month of 
May.* The oggs deposited by the first moths 
hatch out in from Avo to seven days larval 
or worms. The worm sheds its outer skin 
twice beforo it gets its growth. The grow­ 
ing 
stage of 
tho 
worm lasts 
from 
twenty-live 
to 
thirty 
days, and after 
it 
has attained its 
growth it 
gorges 
itself 
for 
a 
few 
days 
longer 
and 
then crawls or burrows into tho ground, 
where it soon passes into tho pupa state; 
and, after some twenty-three or twenty-five 
days from tho time of its crawling into the 
ground, the pupa sends forth a moth to 
lay more eggs and hatch more worms. Each 
moth is capable of laying, on an average, 
200 eggs. So that for every moth in May 
we may reasonably expect at least IOO 
worms of the first brood; and, if none of 
these are destroyed, but all allowed to 
change to moths, and these latter to raise a 
horde of worms, what wonder that Hie sec­ 
ond brood sometimes appears in such count­ 
less numbers as to defy all efforts to destroy 
them before they have ruined the crop. 
Every moth ought to be destroyed as it ap­ 
pears, and this may be done to a great 
extent by injecting a few drops of sweet­ 
ened cobalt (which is a poison) into tho 
flowers of tho petunia, honeysuckle, or 
Jamestown (jiniDson) need, which will give 
them their final quietus. But tiffs hunt for 
tho moth is not general, and if it were somo 
would escape. But if every planter would 
wage a war of extermination on tho first 
brood of worms—unfortunately a thing 
rarely done—they would never appear in 
such unconquerable hords later in the sea­ 
son. 'I he suckers should be pulled off every 
week as they appear, and ought never to be 
permitted to get over two inches long; for 
it permitted to grow large they abstract 
much that would otherwise go to perfect a 
rich, silky leaf. No planter need expect a 
crop of fine grade who does not pull off the 
suckers while small, and prevent the horn- 
worms from riddling the leaves.—[New 
Carolina Farmer. 
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Seasonable H int*—The Usee of Cotton 
Seed—Hiving Hee*—E tc., Etc. 
Haying will begin soon if the present 
weather continues. There is a proper me­ 
dium between cutting too early and too 
late. Tho bettor time may be generally 
stated as just after tho greater part of Hie 
grass is well in blossom, but lierdsgrass or 
timothy will be at its best if allowed to 
stand until well out of blossom, or when 
the seed is well formed, but not ripe enough 
to rattle out. Thero has been so much said 
about early cutting aud 
against curing 
grass too much that some have gono to the 
other extreme and cut too early and cured 
their hay too little. If it can be cut in the 
afternoon, raked and put in the heap tho 
next day, aud put in the baru during the 
hottest part of the third day, it will usually 
come out bright and in good condition. 
The only objection to this plan is the 
chance of getting rain upon it, but this can 
bo greatly reduced by the uso of hay caps. 
Now cotton cloth is so cheap there should 
be no roason why a farmer should bo with­ 
out this most useful article. One cap two 
yards square will protect IOO pounds of hay 
without damage through a heavy shower 
if well put on, and as they will do service 
for many years they are a cheap invest­ 
ment, or rather a cheap insurance. 
The prolonged preservation of milk by 
any other method than cooling is open to 
suspicion of boing doctored with some pow­ 
erful antiseptic, 
in 
liberal 
doses. 
No 
harmless agent will suffice for such a pur­ 
pose. Cooling in a Lawrence refrigerator 
to near the freezing point when first drawn 
w ill preserve it sweet almost indefinitely 
if it be kept cold and will greatly retard 
souring undeiCordinary conditions. 
There is no known remedy for garlic or 
onion flavor in milk except keeping the 
weed away from the cows. 
Scalding to 
146°, and then suddenly cooling will pro­ 
long its keeping twelve or more hours, and 
remove many objectionable odors, but will 
not drive out the flavor or odor imparted by 


any of the onion family, such as garlics, 
leeks, and chives, but it will abate them. 
The safest and quickest way to drv up a 
cow is to feed moderately with dry feed and 
leave back a part of the milk at each milk­ 
ing. drawing only enough arid atsuch inter­ 
vals as will prevent serious inflammation in 
the udder. 
The best way to remove grubs from a 
row’s back in spring is to enlarge the open­ 
ing mado by the grub, enough to admit of 
pulling it out and then draw it forth with a 
small hook, such as m ight be made by bend­ 
ing up the point of a large pin. The grubs 
can be easily killed in their nest by touch­ 
ing each with a drop of kerosene on the end 
of a pointed stick, but a long and tender 
sore will follow before the grub will rot out 
so as to allow the sore to heal. 
During long days of May and June land 
dries out very rapidly, especially that, 
covered by vegetation. Years ago, when it 
was the practice to plough under a crop of 
green clover for wheat, It. was found almost 
impossible to get the plough through tho 
ground except immediately after a heavy 
rain. Even then, one or two days’ delays 
would dry out the land, m aking it as hard 
as before. Few think of the amount of 
water that a crop of clover takes from the 
soil daily when in full growth. Moisture is 
exhaling from every pore in the green 
herbage. Evaporation goes on faster while 
standing green than when it is cut from tho 
root. I he effect of drying is to shrivel the 
plant, and thus expose less surface to 
evaporate from. On many fields with a 
large growth of clover, one to three tons of 
water w ill then be drawn u p per acre 
every day and evaporated from the plant. 
The Connecticut Agricultural Experi­ 
ment Station states that land plaster or gyp­ 
sum has no affinity for nitrogen. When 
moist it will absorb and retain carbonate of 
ammonia, which is volatile, the strong am­ 
moniacal odor of stables aud urinals being 
due to it 
Plaster sprinkled on manure 
heaps and In stables prevents loss of car­ 
bonate of ammonia. Tho loss of ammonia 
in stables is not easy to compute. An amount 
of ammonia that can be smelled is very 
small, and Would hardly be worth the sav­ 
ing, though no doubt the loss, under some 
circumstances, more particularly in warm 
weather, is considerable. The advantage 
of using plaster in stables is largely from 
tho fact that the air which the animals 
breathe is kept sweeter and more whole­ 
some. Loam is a very excellent deodorizer 
and absorbent of ammonia. It would havo 
to be used in larger quantities than gypsum, 
and would, therefore, increase the weight 
of the manure to be handled. Gypsum re­ 
tards the rotting of manure. 
The roller is an Important elem ent for the 
successful growing of oats or barley; but it 
should be used after they are up, in order 
to avoid the compacting of the surface by 
rains, if done earlier. A nytim e after toe 
leaves appear will do. If lumps on the sur­ 
face are crushed, Hie leaves will prevent 
the rain from beating tho soil down too 
hard. 
After painting several barns and advising 
in regard to painting many others, I have 
fixed on tho m etallic paint and linseed oil 
as the very best. The color is a dark red­ 
dish brown, which matches naturally and 
pleasantly with the green fields; the iron 
oxide forms a most durable chemical com­ 
pound with tho oil, which is absorbed by 
tho wood and lasts for ten years or longer; 
Hie paint does not show stains of soil or 
manure, and it is fireproof. The paint is 
the cheapest to be procured, and covers the 
surface well. Any one can lay it on. Asbes­ 
tos is an excellent material for paint and 
better than iead; but lead is lead no longer, 
as tho adulterator mixes barytes and other 
cheap stuff with it, aud it is also the dearest 
paint to be bought. 
This recipe for cem enting iron is given 
by an English mechanical journal: Take 
equal parte of sulphur and white lead, with*’ 
about a sixth of borax; incorporate the 
Hiree thoroughly. When about to apply it 
wet it with strong sulphuric acid, and 
place a thin layer of it between the two 
pieces of iron and press them together. In 
five days it will be dry, all traces of the 
cement having vanished, and the iron will 
have the appearance of having been welded 
together. 
It is stated that red mites that proy upon 
grasshoppers and their eggs aro swarming 
in those portions of Illinois where the grass­ 
hoppers were destructive last year, and will 
probably destroy a good proportion of the 
grasshopper eggs which are yet healthy. 
Recent investigations, made in Peoria aud 
Knox counties, Illinois, under the direction 
of Professor Forbes, State entomologist, in­ 
dicate that at least three-fourths of the eggs 
have already been destroyed. 
While American aud English agricultural 
writers have been for many years empha­ 
sizing the importance of keeping the straw 
of our grains upon the farm, there lias not 
yet been enough said to impress upon many 
of our fanners its manurial value, and they 
still look upon it as a piece of good fortune 
if they aro able to dispose of their straw for 
cash. 
The rotnrn is indisputably more 
speedy, but, unless a good round price is 
realized, whereby you can buy back tho 
elem ents in the straw for less than you sold 
them, it is not the fortunate speculation it 
may appear. Bettor plough the straw into 
the field than sell it for any small or merely 
nominal sum; but tho best use for it is as 
bedding for stock, where it acts partly as an 
absorbent. 
Grains aro rapacious eaters, 
feeding on minerals of the soil and nitro­ 
gen. Analyses have shown the straw* of 
winter wheat to contain 11.5 per cent, of 
potash; of soda, 2.9; magnesia, 2.6; lime, 
6.2; to say nothing of the phosphoric aud 
sulphuric acids. Analyses of winter rye 
straw give 18.7 per cent, of potash; of soda, 
3.3; magnesia, 3.1; lime, 7.7; besides phos­ 
phoric and nitric acids. These are sufficient 
to conclusively show that the straw* of 
grains possesses elem ents of plant food that 
we can ill afford to lose. 
Potatoes do well on corn land that has 
been manured for the corn crop. Good sod 
land can also bo used. A deep, mellow 
seed-bed should be secured by deep plough­ 
ing and thorough pulverizing. Manure and 
moisture are essentials. Old stable manure 
can be ploughed in. Some of the best crops 
are raised with commercial fertilizers. 
A ll seed grain that was smutty last y^pr 
should be steeped in a solution of a pound 
of sulphate of copper in four gallons of 
w’ater; this is enough for live bushels of 
seed. The seed is put into a barrel or tub 
and the pickle poured slowly over it. After 
standing an hour the harrel is emptied on 
the floor, and the seed is shovelled over un­ 
til tho pickle is evenly absorbed. 
The london Garden says that tho old plan 
of growing asparagus in deeply-prepared 
trenches is all wrong; that as good aspara­ 
gus as ever was grown can be had by set­ 
ting a few’ plants here and there along the 
edge of the walks in tho garden, but not 
sotting them nearer than four feet apart. 
And that, singular as it may appear, the 
roots as shoots spring up in tho douse sod, 
and grow stouter than anywhere else. This 
fact accords with our own experience. 
The fact is now believed to bo fairly well 
established, that growing sunflowers aro 
disinfectants, or serve as a preventative of 
miasmatic fevers. 
A case is reported in 
whieli agentleman, owning propertyupon a 
river bank, planted sunflowers extensively, 
and as a result not a case of miasmatic fever 
has occurred among his tenants for years, 
allhough in his neighborhood that disease 
prevailed to a great extent. 
It is claimed 
that tho sunflower in its grow’th absorbs 
largo quantities of impure gases, feeding 
very largely through or by means of its 
large leaves. 
It absorbs nitrogen moio 
rapidly than other plants, and wilt evapor­ 
ate large quantities of water daily. 
Tile Husbandman recommends oats as a 
good crop for tho dairymen to raise. Thev 
can be cut while the straw is still green and 
the grain is turning gray—not yellow. At 
this stage, oats are superior to hay for milk 
production. 
Take ono heaping spoonful of white pow- 
tiered hellebore and put it in a pint of hot 
w’ater. in live minutes stir it and pour it 
into a pailful of cold water. Syringe the 
currant and gooseberry bushes with this to 
kill the currant worm. 
The more frequently corn ground is culti­ 
vated tho more thoroughly it is exposed to 
action of tho air and thus w’armcd. Be­ 
sides, tho cultivation is often important to 
induce rotting of sod, which would start 
into new growth if undisturbed. 
When 
sod ferments in tho soil it makes additional 
lieafi besides making available plant food 
in tho *8011 that would otherwise bo latent. 
It is not necessary to cultivate deeply at 
first. 
A slight brushing of the surface, 
such as will bo given by the smoothing 
harrow, does as much good as lf it were 
deeper, aud with tho harrow fifteen or more 
acres can be gone over in a day. 
A writer in the Indiana Farmer speaks of 
curing some sick hogs by feeding them 
burnt corn-cobs. The cobs were burned in 
a heap, salt applied as tho flame stopped, 
and a small quantity of corn thrown over 
the whole. 
Charcoal is ono of tho best­ 
known absorbents of foul gasses. It is fre­ 
quently given in human practice where the 
stomach is filled with sour gasses and un­ 
digested food. 
When given with salt or 
magnesia, it clears out tho stomach and 
bowels, and allays tho irritation of the in­ 
testines by removing the cause. Hogs need 
charcoal, and this method of supplying it 
appeared as feasible as any. 
Owing to the advance in price, broom 
corn will be largely planted in the West the 
coming year. 
Farmers who have spare 
tim e and skill to make up their crop into 
brooms nave for years made this crop prof­ 
itable: but those who go into the business 
now with the expectation of realizing last 
year’s prices for hurl, will probably be dis­ 
appointed. 
J,eg weakness in chicks results usually 
from three causes—rapid growth, bottom 
heat in brooders, and tile use of sulphur. 
Lard and sulphur rubbed on the legs of 
fowls, in damp weather will cost them tho 
use of their legs for awhile. 
When the hens appear droopy, and yet 
show no indications of disease or injury, 
remove the rooster, especially if the hens 
are fat. 
As soon as you have finished 
hatching chicks remove the roosters, as 
eggs from hens not in company with roos­ 
ters will keep threo times as long as will 
tliode that are fertile. 
The chick that Seems nearly naked, and 
which feathers slowly, will be easier to 


raise, if kept warm, than one that begins 
to feather rapidly from the Start. It is the 
feathering period that is the critical time 
with young chicks. 


Feeding Oats in the Btraw to Horse*. 
We have repeatedly seen unthreshed oats 
fed to horses, and heard its advantages 
argued. But the principal advantage which 
we seo resulting from this practice is tho 
saving of the expense of th resiting the oats. 
Otherwise we see no advantage, but consid­ 
erable uncertainty and disadvantage. It has 
been argued that, as tho grain has a nutri­ 
tive ratio of 1.6.1, and tho straw of 1.29.0, 
therefore, if the oats aro fed in the straw, 
the ration will be about rightly balanced. 
Supposing tho two to be of equal weight, 
the nutritive ratio would be 1.18.0. while 
the nutritive ratio of the German ration for 
the moderately worked iiorse is 1.7.0. Tins. 
as will be seen, makes the ration out of all 
proportion, and the greater the proportion 
of straw, tho more tho ration would he 
thrown out of balance. Of course, good 
^clover hay, or other nitrogenous food may 
be given. 
But tho trouble 
is 
not all 
in 
tho 
difficulty 
of 
balancing 
the 
ration. 
When 
oats 
are 
fed 
in the 
straw, the amount of oats fed is all guess­ 
work. The bundles are not all of the same 
size. Then, if we resort to weighing, unless 
the oats prow more evenly than any we 
ever saw, the proportion of grain to straw 
will hardly over be tile same. The quan­ 
tity of grain fed will, therefore, bo con­ 
stantly varying. We would not. for these 
reasons, favor tho practice of feeding un- 
threshed oats. It Is better to thrash oats 
and give the horse a regular measure at 
each meal, with all the good clover or timo­ 
thy hay needed. Oat straw, when it is ripe, 
may do for filling and mechanically extend­ 
ing tho stomach, but is hardly needed, even 
for this purpose. 
Tho nutritive ratio of 
good clover hay cut in blossom is 1.5.7, ana 
of the oats 1.0.1—both about right for hard 
work, the oats affording the concentrated 
food and tho clover hay tho bulky. In cold 
weather, with a cold stable, the oat straw 
may be added for fuel. Even then it would 
be better lo burn it in a heater than in the 
horse, and a warm stable is better than 
either.—[Livo Stock Journal. 


The Uses of Cotton Seed. 
Cotton-seed oil may be described in gen­ 
eral terms as a universal carbonaceous sub­ 
stitute aud fatty adulterant. It serves on 
occasion as butler, lard, lubricating oil, 
soap grease, pomade, ointment or illum i­ 
nant. With it the baker m ixes his pastry, 
the artist his paints and tho glazier his 
putty. Miners in tho West use it for light­ 
ing almost to tho exclusion of all other oils. 
As a food it is recommended by the pur­ 
veyor of the British army in a recent report 
to Parliament, as containing 90 per cent, of 
nutriment. The French, as well as all other 
Latin rat esof southern Europe, use it large­ 
ly with cereals as a substitute for meats, in 
the Russian army it forms a portion of 
the regular ration, and even in far Siberia 
it appears as a part of every hunter’s sup­ 
plies. its uso as food iii Germany and Eng­ 
land is rapidly extending, and every suc­ 
ceeding year brings a greater demand for 
the oil from every quarter w'liere it has 
been introduced. 
The American public, 
whoso squamish taste finds nothing offen­ 
sive in “high” game, or beef and pork 
tainted by disease, has hardly begui* to rec­ 
ognize cottonseed oil as in itself a pure and 
wholesome article of food. It is steadily 
bought as an adulterant of lard or butter- 
nle. 
It masquerades on our table as pure 
olive oil. 
Bakers who use it generally 
conceal tho fact, although threo pounds of 
oil will supply the place of four pounds 
of lard and produce better results. 


Crowing Potatoes. 
Mr. C. A. Sessions reports to the Michi­ 
gan Horticulturist his method of planting 
and cultivating potatoes, by which he has 
reached something like minimum cost of 
production. He says: ‘‘We have resorted 
to all methods suggested to us for the pur­ 
pose of cheapening the cost of production. 
I havo now reached a minimum of twelve 
to fifteen cents per bushel. For years I 
planted my main crop about the middle of 
May, but since the potato bug has been a 
factor in this industry. I have not planted 
till early in June. 
I like <o plant potatoes 
upon ground prepared as for a large yield 
of corn. I fin row out the ground so as to 
place the hills throe feet apart. 
This 
year I planted tho hills about two feet in 
the row. I do the marking with a one-horse 
plough. I cut my own potatoes, because I 
am somew hat particular as to how it is done. 
I like to plant what is perhaps equivalent 
to two pieces having two eyes on apiece. I 
think it best to cut lengthwise of the potato, 
placing the knife on the seed end, then 
making four or six,Pieces in large tubers, 
and cutting once in two w ith small potatoes. 
I cover the potatoes in the furrow with a 
plough. I like to throw the old soil to the 
surface and then by harrowing twice be­ 
fore the potatoes get too large, it is pulver­ 
ized and answers well as a fertilizer.’ 


Hiving Swarms. 
Where many bees aro kept and swarm 
naturally, it not unfroquently occurs that 
two swarms come out at the same tim e and 
cluster together. When they do this it is 
perhaps best to hive them as one. If in­ 
crease of colonies is especially desired, they 
are easily separated by shaking them on a 
cloth a few feet from each of two hives 
placed on opposite sides. Direct a stream 
to each and watch for tho queens. It only 
one queen is seen, place lier with the Colony 
to which you aro most certain no queen 
has gone. Should the bees about either 
seem restless then it is almost certain they 
havo no queen. Tile other hive should bo 
examined, aud the first queen found placed 
with Hie queenless colony. 
Should you 
hive them as one swarm, you can put on tho 
surplus boxes in a couple of days, as they 
will require considerable room iii which to 
work. Newly-hived swarms should always 
be protected from the hot sun. If your 
empty hives have been standing in the sun, 
throw a bucketful of cold water in and on 
them to cool them off bofore hiving aswarm 
in them. 
______ 


Reduced Cost of .Production. 
Whep a farmer gets twenty-five cents per 
pound for wool instead of twenty cents, he 
is better off by five cents per pound, but is 
so at the expense of somebody else. No one 
has a better right to tins extra five cents 
than the farmer, yet by getting what is his 
due the world is no richer. But suppose the 
iarmer gives his attention to reducing the 
cost, of production, and succeeds, by a more 
economical and better system of feeding, 
the use of bettor breeds,and more skilful 
labor, in reducing the cost of his wool five 
cents per pound. Whatever is saved is 
saved, 
not 
to 
the 
farmer 
only, but 
to the State, lf live cents a pound be thug 
saved on a clip of 10,000,000 pounds, it 
amounts to the handsome sum of 8500,000, 
and if, as we used to bo told, a penny saved 
is as good two pence earnod, then tho sav­ 
ing by reducing Hie cost of production to 
that extent is as good as $1,000,000 saved 
to the State. Now, while it is evident that 
it is petter to make, a dollar by lessoning 
the cost of production than by increasing 
the price of wool, we aro sure that where 
$1 can be gained by the latter method, $2 
and more can bo gained by tho former. 


Asparagus. 
If there aro any among our readors whoso 
home gardens do not contain an asparagus 
bed, they should set about remedying that 
deficiency at once. It is far better to buy 
plants than to raise them —one year’s time 
is saved, and the first crop is worth more 
tliau tho plants cost. . Slake the bed by pre- 
paving the ground well, and do not be 
stingy with the manure, wnich should be 
lino barnyard manure. The plant is a great 
feeder, aud the land cannot well lie made 
too rich. Plant in rows about a foot apart, 
and one foot apart in the rows. If grown 
from the seed sow in drills a foot apart, 
using about a quart of seed for a bed say 
6 by 50 feet. When tho plants are five inches 
high thin out until they stand a toot apart 
in the row. Asparagus is a very satisfactory 
vegetable to grow, for when the bed is once 
established it will last twenty or tweuty-fivo 
years, or even longer. 


To Crass a Bank. 
Tho Germans employ tho following de­ 
scribed method to seed a bank: For each 
square rod to bo planted, take half a pound 
of lawn grass seed and mix it intimately 
and thoroughly with six cubic feet of good 
dry garden earth and loam. This should be 
placed in a tub, and liquid manure, diluted 
with about two-thirds of water, added, and 
well stirred in, so as to bring the whole to a 
consistency of mortar. Tho slopo must be 
cleaned and made perfectly smooth, and 
then well watered, after which the paste 
just mentioned should be applied with a 
trowel, and made as even and as thin as 
possible. Should it crack from exposure to 
the air, it must be again watered and’ 
smoothed up day by day until the grass 
makes its appearance,which will be in from 
eight to fourteen days, when the whole de­ 
clivity will soon be covered with a close 
carpet of green.

Stones rn the Garden, 
Ono good use ofbtones in the garden is in 
layering, for we find 
that shoots. and 
branches of all plants, shrubs aud trees root 
much more quickly if placed in the soil and 
covered with a large stone than if pegged 
down in the usual way. Even for many 
hardy plants we find tiffs plan of stone-lay­ 
ering very successful. A few good boulders 
half sunk in the turf make a fine position 
for clumps of Yucca flaceide. or of Acan­ 
thus, or, if carefully grouped and fringed 
with any small-leaved, creeping forms of 
ivy, they make very beautiful groups, and 
add variety to fiat surfaces.

I New York Tribune.! 
A tailor who m akes clothe* for fashion­ 
able young m en—and fashionable old ones 
too, for th a t m atter—flays th at a m arked 
change ha* come over tho m ethods of somo 
of his custom ers during tho past year or 
two. It used to bo tho proper tiling for tho 
rich men to m ake contract?-, w ith their 
tailors for a year’s supply of clothes at so 
much per year, They got a now suit and 
wore it as long as it. 'looked frosh; then 
they would tako it back and obtain a now 
one in it* stead, and so they w ere able to go 
through the year in a woll-urcssed way. It 
was an English custom th at tho gentlem en 
imported, and it wa* c< nsidorcd quito the 
necessary w ay for several year*, till sud­ 
denly somebody began to suspect th a t it 
was not quito as economical ar. somo other 
plan m ight be. The sam e tiling daw ned on 
lot* 
of 
otlier 
people soon alter, and 
th a t ended tho custom. A rich m an’s 
tador-miulo wardrobe on tiffs plan used 
to 
cost 
anyw here 
from 
$ 1 0 0 0 
to 
$11000 per yofir, in exceptional cases, of 
course, m ounting much higher, 
it was a 
bonanza for tho tailor whose Dot flatirons 
seldom failed to make a creased suit re­ 
turned by ono custom er look bright and 
fresh enough for another. 
Now rich men avo paying for their clothes 
a* they bur them , at so m uch per suit. The 
old style, which did not am ount to m uch 
more than a renting of Hie clothe.*, and 
which went nuder on th© score of economy, 
m akes way far a now schem e which, if th© 
tailors are to 1>© belie od, is a good deal 
more expensive.

Irish amalgamated assemblago at 
Wostminstor ami its rarliamcntary pro­ 
cesses, uiscouutod the defeat of the Gi.ad- 
r.TONK bill in tho very hour in which it wa.s 
introduced. 
Jou.v Bovt.ii O'flniLLY pro­ 
nounced its passage to bo all but impossible 
as soon as it was presented, lf we remcm- 
lier rightly, 188P is tho earliest date at 
which he expects to soc homo rule on .ac­ 
complished fact. Iii? estimate is a reason­ 
able cap. and, nidged by tho record of pre­ 
vious political revolutions as to tho time 
reauired to force them through r.ailiainpiit, 
home rule will have had a speedy triumph 
if it carries tho day .so soon. 
How badly is Mr. G i.adstonf. defeated? 
Tiiere are two ways to look a lit- tho tech- 
nic.il p.irlinmciitary wav, from which stand­ 
point ho is beaten badly; 
the broader 
and lai-ffcr historical way, from which 
standpoint tho amar.ing thing is that lie 
could have come withi'n thirty votes of suc­ 
cess. In the parli.iinontary game, as played 
by tho two groat Engli.Hi parties, thirty is 
no doubt a decisive majority. Ministers 
have, before now, rosiffncd in obedience to 
a hostile majority one-third as large.

I scec.ssion of nearly one-third of tho entire 
body of tho nominal supporters of tho gov- 
( nimont winch framed it is—by the ordi­ 
nary rules of pavliament.ary procedure— 
overwhelmingly lost. No other ministry of 
Vn Top.iA’s reign has been repudiated by 
so large a body of its followers within so 
short a time of its aceossion to power. 
But this is one of the cases in winch fig­ 
ures can and do lie. Tile ordinary rules of 
the parliamentary gsmo will not hold here. 
^Yo mn.st got on to tho higher plane of his­ 
tory—where we can look backwards at 
what went before and forwards at what 
manifestly must come aftor-in order to ac­ 
curately weigh and mcasuro tho vote of 
Monday night at We.stiniiiRicr.

good cheer for them. 
All this was not done as a political eah.u- 
lator. for he w.as tho most independent and 
stubborn of politicians, and treated with 
.startling contempt some of tho most power­ 
ful combinations of his enemies. It was 
simply out of a natural feeling of citizen 
democracy and organic boii-homle, At his 
last election a pow'crful machine was sot up 
by a wealthy and influential combination 
to defeat him. Ho took no notice of it, but 
everywhere one went in I’rovidenco tho 
Laborer would raise his hammer and the 
longshoreman his cotton-hook. and ex­ 
claim: ' If Tom Doyue wants to be mayor 
of this city he can bo it.you bot!”

THE SENATE’S 
EXTBAVAOANCE. 


Tho river and harbor bill was already 
twice as largo as It had any right to bo when 
it left tho House, ana now tho Senate cora- 
inittco h.as reported additions to it amount­ 
ing to ne.arly $4,000,000. It is a g<X)d time 
to call attention to tho constant loaning 
towards extravagance on tho paft of tho 
Senate, of which this attem pt to bloat the 
biff river and harbor appropriation is but 
the late.st illustration. Every year for many 
years past the Senate has increased .ill the 
appropriation bills to considerably higher 
figures than those at which they p.assod the 
House. Last year, forexamplo, the amount 
of these bills as passed by tho House was 
$21.8,262,447 56, but when they pas.sed the 
Senate tho footing was a little over $10,000,- 
000 larger. Tho House passed appropria­ 
tion bills for 1886 calling for $184,001,- 
054 OO. and the Honalo added on about 
$20,000,000 more. In the nine years from 
1877 to ISRG the House bills cut down the 
estimates by ti total of over $345,000,000, 
but in tho same period the .Senate in­ 
creased Hic appropriations, as they left tho 
House, by over $114,000,000. The Senate 
is a Republican body, and has boon .so most 
of tho tune covoiod by these lustrucHvo 
figures.

HOW TEE CIVIL SEEVICE RULES WORK. 
Mr. EnMrxD IIpdsox, in bis correspon­ 
dence to tho loading organ of professional 
reform in this city, furnishes strong evi- 
do|ice in support of Mr. R a n d a ll’s and 
Mr. IIolm-an’.s contention, that tho civil 
service rules need amendment. Quito re­ 
gardless of the editorial exigencies of his 
home office Mr. Hpdson quotes the re­ 
marks of a prominent bureau officer at 
^Yashillgton who assures him that "fho 
civil service rules need a great many 
amedments.” After reciting tho details of 
a specimen case. In which, under Hie opera­ 
tion OI E ato n ’s circumlocution codo, a 
man who, had actually passed with a per- 
ceiit.ago of 96, and proved by his work iu a 
PO.sItion just below tho graded service that 
ho was a very capable clerk, was neverthe­ 
less ruled out as ineligible for regular ap­ 
pointment, on some technical 
point or 
other, Mr. Hudson proceeds to quote this 
chief of department further as follows: 
There are a iRrge number of clerk? who were 
In tho rtepartmente when the clrll gervlce law 
was passed, hut who are either worthless or In 
competent, and whom bureau ofBcers would he 
glad to remove lf they were sure they would aet 
no worse men In their places. These clerks have 
tho knowledge of the routine work of their 
ilesks, and in that respect are better than new 
men would be, provided the latter were no more 
competent, op4 .in Mey <tr« /tepr in oftre h'enm‘ 
the ehiefe of their bureaus can hare no veu-e 
the lel-etion 
of their surces.sors. 
Take 
nnothtr case. 
.Rnppose there are six vacan­ 
cies In an office, and the chief notifies the coin- 
nilsslon that he w'anta six clerks. Now. tlio law 
says that font name* shall be certified for each 
vaeancy. Do the commission certify twentr-four 
names? Not at all. They certify four names for 
tile first -.’aeancy, and one for each of the others, 
nine names, and from tlrese tho bureau officer 
has to mako his seleetlons. 
Oh, I could give you 
lots of iiistnnces where the present rules Miould 
be modified very materially, but I think I have 
talked enough for once. 
ThiBistlie all but uulvcraal testimony of 
tho chiefs of government departments aud 
institutions to wliich those civil service 
rules have bee;i applied. There is no doubt 
whatever that a more ingenious application 
of Hie principle of red tapeism could 
hardly be devised for tho gradual butstoady 
deterioration of our civil service. The ob­ 
ject In draftiag the rules would seam in­ 
deed to liavo been to provide for filling 
vacancies by methods of selection as un- 
liKo as po9.sibl(5 to those which tho .avorago 
private business concern would uso in 
selecUng its employes. Tho first rule, in 
any privato busiiie.'s establishment would 
be to give tho suporintcndents in every 
branch a reason able freedom in engaging 
and discharging their assistants and subor­ 
dinates. This would be done on tho sound 
prlnciply that responsibility and jiowcr 
night to go together. 
tVhere is Hie Boston 
hnsinoss man wlio would dream of saying to 
his managing man: "Now, I’m going to 
hold you aocountablo for all the work done 
by tho fifty mon uiicler you. but you won’t 
h.ive any voice iii biriiig them. They may 
lie export workmen, or poor sticks, as tho 
case may bo, but that is none of your busi­ 
ness. All you arc for is to bo hold vcsponsi- 
blo.’’ That IS precisely what tho existing 
civil service rules say to heads of goveni- 
mcnt offiices at Washlngtoii and all over tho 
country. 
Mr. RANDA I,L and Mr. H olm an have just 
unsuccessfully endeavored to have this state 
of things remedied, and for doing so have 
cained the hearty abuse of all the profVs- 
sional reform organs. 
Ncveriliol6.ss, It 
must sooner of later be amended. There is 
nothing in the civil service act of 1883,or the 
rules nisdo thereander, that makes it sacri­ 
legious to amend them so as to provide rea­ 
sonable security for the character and efli- 
cienoy of the public service. The act itself 
was passod In a great hurry, rushed through 
without any debate or deliberation, aud the 
main object of its Republican framers in 
passing it was to put barriers in the w.iy of 
the rapid removal of the officeholders with 
whom they had garriionod tho dcpartuientn 
during their twenty-four years of ascend­ 
ancy. It nmst be conceded that in this, its 
primary aim, the civil service act has been

EARNINGS. 


Inhnman Cruelty of Keepers and Horri­ 


ble Sufferings of Prisoners. 


An Old B and M an T alk s A bo ut the 
B u sin ess an d His B rethren in It— 
Why They Do N ot Get Rich. 
tNew York Tribune.) 
An old orchestra hand, who bad grown 
gray, stout and m oderately well off by 
playing first fiddle for upward of half a 
century, sat beside a Tribune reporter at 
the theatre tho other evening, and be­ 
guiled the tim e between tho acts by talk­ 
ing about his culling as follows: 
"I suppose I am an exception to the rule 
in th a t I have m anaged to save a little for­ 
tune. but there is 110 reason why I should be. 
I m ade it all out of the business, and when 
I began to play for money we didn’t get 
such wages as are paid m usicians nowadays. 
Many and m any a tim o I’ve played all 
night at a ball for seventy-five cents and 
my supper and thought myself well recom­ 
pensed. Now, there is not a m an in th at 
band before you who does not earn on an 
average from $25 to $30 a 
week and 
some of them far more. T ake those fellows 
who play in the German opera during 
the season in addition to their other work. 
They’ll m ake forty and fifty dollars right 
along, and sometimes oven more. Some of 
these men, perhaps the m ajority, who are 
playing hero tonight, will leave as soon as 
this piece is finished to furnish music for 
some ball or party till m orning and clear 
$10 or $12 for their n ig h t’s work. 
This 
may happen to them three or four nights a 
week during tho w inter, and. as you can 
see, gives quite an income. But the aver­ 
age m usician is an inveterate spendthrift. 
No m atter how m uch lie earns his expenses 
will equal his income. 
His work is such 
th at it induces him to drink, and he is con­ 
stantly surrounded by influences th at tend 
to foster intem perate habits. 
It is difficult 
for any man who works irregularly to be 
tem perate, and m usicians are by naturo 
fond of a good time. ” 
"Is it not the leaders who save 
tho 
m oney?” 
- 
, 
"Few of them even have m uch left at the 
end of the year, Their habits are expen­ 
sive. and the m ost popular outs spend a 
great deal in entertaining their men as well 
as their associates. They feel that they 
have to do so to keep good players, in some 
cases, and in general to m ake them selves 
popular with the boys. I suppose Davo 
Brabant clears more money than any m an 
in New York in his line. His income on 
his music trom Pond will go over $2500 a 
year, and his salary is about double th at 
sum. It is not the best m usicians th at 
always m ake tho most money by any 
means. Some of tho best artists that I 
over know are poor today, and will die 
poor, because they lack business ability to 
m anage their affairs to the best advantage. 
Take, for instance, the m atter of sum m er 
work. This is an im portant question for 
a m an avho lias no engagem ent a t any of 
the seaside or other pleasure resorts. Ile 
m ust eat up his regular season’s earnings 
o r—” 
"Play through the streets?” suggested the 
reporter. 
"Oil. no. no, no! Don’t m ention such a 
thing, even in jest. No bona fide m usician 
would over stoop to such work. Ile would 
starve first. T hat street band business will 
soon be done away w ith iii this country. 
Tile 
m usical 
unions 
have 
taken tho 
m atter in 
hand, 
and I hope to 
live 
to 
see the 
practice abolished. It 
has 
brought 
discredit 
upon 
tho 
profes­ 
sion long enough. D on't infer from w hat 
I said th at thoro is anything phenomenal 
about seeing a well-to-do orchestra man. 
There are pleuty of bandm en in New York 
who are in com fortable circum stances, and 
I should not l>e surprised , to find two or 
three of those before us who have com fort­ 
able if not elaborately furnished bomos and 
money in the bank besides. No regular 
bandm an has any other em ploym ent; lie 
hasn’t tim e for other work. Aftor being up 
all night and practicing two or three hours 
every 
day. 
w hat 
energy 
has 
he 
left for anything else? lf he has to play 
classical music, he'll need 
to 
practice 
more than that. Am I fond of Beethoven 
and the other m asters? Certainly, bul I 
novel-liked to play them. 
W hy? Because 
in the first place it win too hard work, and, 
secondly, not one out of 500 in tho average 
audience in tnis country appreciates or 
carts to hear them played. 
Again and 
again I've seen an audience th at had re­ 
ceived those sublim e symphonies w ith in­ 
difference become fairly enthusiastic over 
some catchy trash th at I was half asham ed 
to play. But so long as this is so, w hat is 
the use of fighting against it? 
Give the 
public w hat it w ants and you’ll become as I 
have, wealthy iii your old age.”

A Pen Picture of the Other Famous 
Richmond Jails. 


[Detroit Tribune.! 
A 
late dispatch from Richmond, Va., 
brings word th at the great building of in­ 
fam ous memory, known in the annals of 
the late w ar as "Libby prison,” has be­ 
gun to crum ble, and that one of its three 
sections has already fallen under its w eight 
of storage. This news has profound per­ 
sonal interest for several thousand 
ex­ 
officers and soldiers who still survive the 
horrors of confinem ent there twenty-one to 
twenty-five years ago, and m any thousand 
m ore of their relatives and friends. The 
present therefore seems a fitting tim e for 
somo description and rem iniscence of this, 
the first occupied, and to its close one of 
the m ost dreadful prison houses of tho late 
Confederacy. 
N ear tho south front of Richm ond, on a 
lino of general parallelism with the Jam es 
river, and but one square from it is an im ­ 
portant business thorough faro called Carey 
street, It is lined on both sides principally 
w ith large and sometimes lofty warehouses 
and tobacco factories, some of w hich, like 
th a t occupied as Libby prison, arc now 
quito venerable in years and iii various 
stages of decay. Early in the war of the re­ 
bellion a num ber of these were seized bv 
tiio Confederate governm ent for storage 
and other purposes; and thus every prison 
actually in tho city, established and occu­ 
pied by reason of tho war, was upon or very 
near this street 
At Hie corner of E ighteenth street and 
Caroy, about half a milo below- the railw ay 
bridge across tile Jam es, is tile most fam ous 
(or infamous) of these. It derived its nam e 
from the last business occupants of tho 
building before the sound of arm s stopped 
nearly every wheel of traffic In Richmond, 
except those which pertained to m ilitary 
affairs at|d tho m aintenance of the conflict. 
T heir sign. "E. Libby & Son. Ship Chand. 
lers ana Grocers,” rem ained upon a sm all, 
Swinging board at tho northw est corner, 
just above tho office, until th e close of tho 
w ar, when some one rem oved and brought 
it north as a trophy. The nam e it bears 
belongs to one of tho old fam ilies of Rich­ 
mond, which gives the titl<> to “Libby H ill” 
and very likely other localities. 
In war time. however, this was tho prop­ 
erty of the John Enders" E state, and was 
fam iliarly know n as 
T h r “ O ld T o b a c c o W a r e h o u s e ,” 
a nam e which indicates its use during a 
large part of its ante-bellum existence. 
Since the rebellion it bas been used for tho 
most part as a fertilizer or guano factory, 
which still occupies the two “tenem ents” 
th a t are loft of i t 
For the huge structure 
seems to bo composed of three buildings 
th at may once have been separated but 
we-.ro 
afterw ards connected by cutting 
doors through the partitions. 
The steno 
house at tho com er, which Is presum ed 
to be the part th at has fallen, was probably 
erected first, and m ust have been very old. 
The other two buildings, beginning where 
the jog in Hie roof appears in one view, at 
the position of the flagstaff bearing the 
rebel “stars and bars,” seem more closely 
connected and were in all probability put 
up together. 
The three-in-one are built of brick, w ith 
foundations laid in irregular stone, and tin 
roofs. Sm all skylights open to the latter, 
and it was a favorite am usem ent of naval 
officers 
conlinod 
in 
tho third stories, 
who were forever clim bing am ong tho 
beams 
in 
tho 
attic, 
to 
creep 
out 
upon tho roof and view the landscape 
o’er, possibly with a view to another sort of 
’scape. 
Such seemed to be trio notion of 
tho 
orison 
authorities, 
who 
presently 
brought th e fun to a sudden stop by 
threatening fire from the guards upon any 
more "Y anks” seen upon the roof. 
The 
third of tho prison rules read as fol­ 
lows: "Nor shall any prisoner bo fired 
upon 
by a 
sentinel 
or 
other person 
except in case of a revolt or attem pted 
escape.” 
But 
no 
rule or order, from, 
whomsoever 
em anating, 
was 
allowed 
to interfere w ith tho tyrannical or m ur­ 
derous enterprise of any prison official or 
guard. A num ber of very sad oases of shoot­ 
ing are on record. A lieutenant nam ed 
Ham m ond was in a closet whore there was 
no window, but only a narrow aperture left 
lietween boards, h o was not even looking 
through this; but his hat could be seen 
through it by a guard on the w alk below, 
who fired at him w ithout tho slightest 
excuse, 
and 
would 
have 
killed him 
had 
not 
a 
nail 
diverted 
the 
bal­ 
lo t 
A nother was eight feet from tho 
windows in a m ain room of tho prison 
W h e n H e W a s F ir e d A t, 
and had a sim ilarly narrow escape. Many 
others were not so fortunate, aud a num ber 
of officers and enlisted mon lost their lives 
by the m urderous practice of the guards. 
W hen report of an outrage of this kind was 
made to tho com m andant of tho prison, he 
replied carelessly, "The boys are in w ant of 
practice.” Ills “boys” lost no tim e in adopt­ 
ing his suggestion, and soon m ade it a m at­ 
ter of sport to “shoot a Y ank.” The one 
who brod at Hammond said ho "had made 
a bet th at he would kill a d—d Yankee 
before ho came off guftrd.”. 
The prison occupied tho space between 
Carey aud Canal streets, E ighteenth street 
and a fifty-foot alley connecting Carey and 
Canal on the east side of the prison. It Was 
under tiffs alley, beginning in tho base­ 
m ent of the building, about tvveuty-tive 
below Carey streot, th at the fam ous tunnel 
was m ade during the w inter of 1863-4, 
and through 
which 
IOO 
officers 
es­ 
caped on 
tho 
night 
of 
February 9, 
though m any of 
them were 
soon 
re­ 
captured. 
At Ilia "entrance” 
a 
large 
stone was lound 
precisely fitting this 
hole, which was replaced evory night, and 
was not discovered until late in the day 
following the stampede. The “im plem ents 
were sim ply a large chisel or trowel, fur­ 
nished w ith a long handle, and a wooden 
spittoon from tho rooms above, which was 
used to convey the earth back from tho 
tunnel, and 
scatter it 
over 
tho door 
of 
tho 
basement, 
where 
it 
was 
concealed 
by straw. 
Colonel 
Straight 
of Indiana, a larger man tbuji tho rest, 
stuck iii the narrow est part and got through 
with great difficulty. The excavation came 
to the surface in a shed attached to Carr’s 
warehouse, which is seen iii tho view of 
the prison, beyond tho line of guards, and 
from which the fugitives walked quietly 
away, m any of them returning and passing 
near the sentinels without exciting suspi­ 
cion. 
It was one of the most rem arkable 
escapades on record, and pity ’tis th at it 
was not more successiul. 
The basem ent lroui which the tunnel was 
run, although quito deep 011 tho riverside, 
was very litilo used ami seldom visited by 
tiio prison attaches, a circum stance which 
greatly favored the 
excavators. 
They 
reached it by rem oving some bricks from a 
chim ney hearth above, cutting through 
tho boors, and letting them selves down 
nightly by a 
H o p e .E x tem p o rized fr o m B la n k e ts . 
The first story of tile building was rarely 
occupied by prisoners, though more than a 
thousand wero once crowded 
into tile 
prison kitchen on a day following tho 
night, w hile everything in their quarters 
that could be used iii escaping was care­ 
fully searched for and removed. 
They 
were alm ost suffocated in this black hole 
before being released. Tho room was a 
large one, however, like all others in tile 
prison, 105 feet deep by 45 feet front, giv­ 
ing total dim ensions of the building of 
about 45 by 105 feet. On the east of the 
kitchen was the prison hospital, and at the 
west end ti)© storeroom for blankets, sub­ 
sistence, and other stores and tho prison 
office in the old office of tho warehouse. 
The rem aining stories Were wholly given 
up to prisoners, of whom 1200 to 15o0 were 
at tim es confined in tho six rooms of these 
floors. In the latter part of 1863 Libby was 
m ade altogether an officers’ prison, and 
more titan 1000 were inm ates of it the 
succeeding winter. U nder riffs crowding 
each lied a territorial right upon the boor 
of al out as much surface as lie would some­ 
times, perhaps before his captivity had 
ended, need for his grave. At one timo, 
while Libby was still 'tiffed iii part by 
enlisted men, trio room No. 3-3 contained 
250 officers. 
Tiffs is the m ost famous room in the old 
building. It may be located in one view by 
the windows which appear sm allest in tile 
farthest part of the upper story. Five of 
these belong to room 3-3. In the prison rec­ 
ords tile large room next above the office 
was known as No. 1-2, m eaning the first 
on tho second floor, the next as v 
and 
the 
last 
as 
3-2. 
Similarly 
the 
third-ftoot 
rooms 
were 
desig­ 
nated as 1-3, 2-3 and 3-8. To the last were 
shown the officers captured in tho prelim i­ 
nary battles and skirm ishes of the war; 
and hero were confined the gallant De­ 
troiter. Colonel O. B. W illcox, com m ander 
of the F irst M ichigan Infantry; Colonel 
Corcoran of the Sixty-ninth (Irish) Regi­ 
m ent, Congressman Ely and other officers 
and civilians taken on the ill-starred day of 
the first Bull Run. They first 
d a v e X a tw r lc ty to th e H o o in i 
and after that, until the long struggle 
closed, it was exclusively occupied by com­ 
missioned officers. Like all other rooms in 


this story, it had special advantages of 
light and air, from tho height of th© attic, 
w elch was not floored, and w hich addod 
m any hundred cubic feet to the space of 
three prisoii-rooms, as m ay be seen in an 
interior view, The second story was nfljch 
less desirable, for its height is little m ore 
than seven feet between floors. 
Ample ventilation, however, was pro­ 
vided for all rooms, at least in th e warm 
season, and even earlier. By the close of 
tho first winter of occupation, w indows­ 
ill^ in front and as many til roar of each 
room -h a d been Ro generally broken out 
th at the soslyes wero removed, and the 
chill winds of early spring, as also the 
m ore, balm y airs th at cam e by and by, 
blew freely through. The windows were 
soon afterw ards replaced, and were then 
heavily grated w ith iron, which did not 
prevent the breaking of m any panes from 
within, as well as w ithout, to tho grievous 
discomfort of the next w inter’s inhabitants. 
N otw ithstanding the precaution of bar?, 
it was mado a rule th a t no prisoner 
should 
approach 
nearer 
th an 
three 
feet 
to a window, 
and 
several were 
shot for inadvertently crossing th e limit. 
The south windows 
com m and pleasant 
views of the Lynchburg or K anaw ha canal 
and the Jam es river in the foreground, but 
a few rods distant, and the village of Man­ 
chester w ith its tall factories; also a fiat, 
sandy tract, said tp have been tho farm of 
General W infield Scott, on th e other side 
of the Jam es. From the other windows 
could be seen Belle Isle and the bridge 
spanning the river, 
tho T redegar iron 
works in full blast day and night, turning 
out ordnance for the Confederacy, and 
other objects of interest. Tne view" down 
the lordly stream was superb, stretching 
tw elve m iles to D rury’s bluff, w here our 
ironclads wore disastrously repulsed and 
taken in the line of vessels and sunk, to 
Obstruct tho w ater approach to Richm ond. 
I he chief .features of Libby prison, even 
m any of the inscriptions on the wrall8, re­ 
main substantially unchanged, and the 
building is one of the m ost interesting of 
the sights of Richmond. A little book has 
been m ade of tho inscriptions, under the 
title. “ W alls T hat T alk,’' w hich m ay be had 
for a tritie, 
. „ 
On the other side of Carey street, a little 
below Libby, wero the Pem berton and 
Sm ith buildings, m uch sm aller th an the 
first named, 
but at tim es insufferably 
crowded 
with 
Union 
soldiers. 
Castle 
T hunder was another plain brick build­ 
ing above 
Libby prison, but in sight 
of it. 
It was occupied principally as 
a prison for spies, deserters from tho 
rebel arm y, and "traitors”—th a t is, union 
men residing w ithin the rebel lines, aud 
arrested for real or supposed aid and com­ 
fort to the national cause. N caror Libby 
was Castle L ightning, which had sim ilar 
uses, aud also near was another sm all 
prison called “The Cage,” of w hich not 
m uch is known. 
. 
B ut by tar the w orst of Ricnm ond pris­ 
ons was th at established on Belle Isle—the 
beautiful islet which had in the old days 
been much resorted to as a pleasure ground 
bv tho city people. It contains forty to 
fifty 
aorcs, 
only 
about 
one-tonth 
of 
winch, tho cow trail at the lowest end, 
was enclosed for a prison pen in the 
sum m er of 1863. Here w ere confined at 
one tim e 10.000 to 20,000 U nion soldiers, 
w ith very slight, and m any of them w ith 
no protection from tho drenching ram s of 
sum m er and the snows and frosts of winter. 
Many tales of indescribable horror are as­ 
sociated w ith this spot. 


A DISH-W ASHING M ACHIN E. 


W a s h in g 80,000 P ieces 
a Day and 
Never B reaking a C u d —One of the 
Marvels of Inventive C om us. 
[Rehoboth Sunday Herald.] 
There is an all day aud n ig h t ■ restaurant 
on the Bowery, which for fourteen years 
has never closed its doors. 
Unless tho 
sixty-five em ployes go on a strike tho SOOD 
persons who eat there every day will con­ 
tinue to sit and sup under the m echanical 
fans by day and the electric lights a t night 
for years to come. B ut it w ould not sur­ 
prise th e cook, the carvers, nor th e waiters 
in line linen, if Tommy, the w ater boy, 
should tell the boss tom orrow th a t the leo 
W ater Pourers’ and T um bler W ashers’ 
Union No. 1416 had ordered a strike. Tom­ 
my has lately form ed a union. 
A m an from Ohio, who said he was an 
inventor, got th e ear of the proprietor two 
years ago, and said: ’’How m any dishes do 
you wash a day?” 
"Over 1500,” replied tho boss. 
"How m any people do you pay for wash­ 
ing them ?” 
“We have 6ix dish-washers on the pay­ 
roll.” 
"I can m ake a m achine th a t will wash 
and dry 3600 nieces in an hour, without 
breaking or chipping a dish. I will save 
you $1000 per year in wages alone, and 
will wash your dishes clean aud keep them 
free from linger m arks and l i n t ” 
'Hie inventor described his machine. It 
was a long trough, divided into three com­ 
partm ents. On one end was an L and tho 
other end, the front, was a set of valves. 
Ho showed the boss how' a m an could stand 
at tiio front end and pull a handle. T hat 
would fill the com partm ent farthest away 
w ith scalding hot water, which would 
afterw ard be kept hot by steam . When the 
com partm ent was full it rau over into the 
m iddle trough, and th a t in turn into the 
first space, directly in front of tho opera­ 
tor.Soap is put into the w ater In th at comparts 
m e n t In th a t space a set of bushes re­ 
volved in the w ater, and lim y were set with 
springs, like a clothes w'ringer. to let large 
and sm all dishes pass between them. A 
wide canvas belt w ith slats across it ran the 
whole length of tho m achine under water. 
If dishes wove put betw een the revolving 
bushes they would be scoured with soap 
suds. dum ped on the belt, earned into the 
second bath and rinsed off, and finally 
dum ped into tho d e a r hot w ater in tho third 
com partm ent. O ut of th a t tho belt deliv­ 
ered them into the L. where they dried of 
their own h e a t.. 
. 
, 
....................... 
The m achine looked practicable, and the 
m an from Ohio was sent homo to build one 
for the Bowery restaurant. Tho dish wash­ 
ers beard that a m achine was to be put into 
th e kitchen th at would do the laundry work, 
wash dishes, scrub floors, stairs and tables, 
and supply steam for heating tho building 
and for running trains on tho elevated rail­ 
roads. They told tho boss they would build 
a bonfire of the machine. They accused him 
of im porting foreign pauper labor from 
Ohio, and they called a special m eeting of 
the kitchen employes. But in duo tim e the 
cast-iron dish washer was set up. When the 
w orkm en who set it up cam e around next 
m orning to test it. all th© bolts in tile m a­ 
chine were found unscrewed, and tho wide 
canvas belt had been cut through tho mid­ 
dle. They fixed it, and a guard was sta­ 
tioned to w atch the m achine next night. 
Another trial was m ade, and the m achine 
washed dishes at the rate of 86,000 pieces 
per day w ithout apparently breaking a 
piece; but when the w ater was drained off 
the bottom s of the tro t chs were found cov­ 
ered w ith broken dishes. Tho women said 
tho m achine broke them , but tho Ohio man 
claim ed the pieces were dropped into the 
water by Hie women. He m ust have been 
right, because tho next trial was a perfect 
success. 
Everybody in the kitchen had 
been watched. It took several months for 
tire m achine to m ake friends w ith the dish 
washers, who were given other employ­ 
m ent. hut to this day it is looked upon as a 
non-union employe. It is tho only machine 
of its kind in the city, and tho only oue in 
the State is said to bo in a big hotel at Lake 
Chautauqua.

N e w Y o r k , Ju n e 1 2 ,1 8 8 6 .—Your sngges- 
tlon, th a t I furnish an "essay on m arriage,’' 
m eets-with but faint acquiescence in m y 
m ind, os I know but little about tho style of 
m arriage at present in vogue. W hatever 
m ay have been the causes, th e facts atten d ­ 
ing Mr. Cleveland’s courtship and wedding 
•were so unique and unusual, so out of tho 
common order of things, as to w arrant its 
being put aside by itself. It isn’t accord­ 
ing to th e prevailing custom for ladies to 
go to their affianced, but, on tho contrary, 
for the nfan to go to the woman and I e 
wedded w ith her in her home, however 
hum ble, and tho higher the station of the 
m an the more binding should be the tim e- 
honored sentim ent noblesse oblige. 
So, turning w ith great relief from th e ex­ 
traordinary spectacle in W ashington, let us 
look nearer home.

W ithout m entioning names, I can point 
this w ith a few illustrations. 
A m an w ith a history, the early portion of 
which is veiled in ignorance, known to 
have been a common sailer, vicious, bad­ 
tem pered, .unreliable to such an extent th a t 
he was discharged from .the service where 
he earned an hum blo pittance, accidentally 
Ands em ploym ent as a grubber in the g ar­ 
den of a wealthy man. 
To a physique of uncom m on virility years 
of exposure have added muscles of iron and 
nerves of steel. F u rth er accident develops

The subtle 
forces of the m an develop along the line of 
business speculation in an unusual degree, 
until he becomes very rich himself. His 
family, born from tho low-strained loins of 
him self and his wife, inherit his tendencies, 
appetites, passions aud liking for low asso- 


Not unnaturally h iad au g h ter m arries her 
father’s footman, ana the papers of the day, 
w hat do th e papers of the day do? 
It is none of their business in the first 
Slace, hut assum ing it to he, w hat do they 
o? 
Do they toll th e tru th ? 
Do they say th a t two vulgar people have 
m ade a m atch? 
Oh, no. It is a scandal in “high life.” 
W hat m akes the life “high?” Gamey, I 
grant you, but whore is the "high” ? 
Ta M o n e y th o S ta n d a r d A lo n e ! 
Because in th a t event, w hat better ex­ 
ponent of Am erican society th an an hour­ 
glass? Now it stands on this e n d ; an hour 
hence topsy-turvy it stands on the other. 
Rich today, poor tom orrow is the rule of 
life here. Is money th e one gonfalon, the 
one guide-post, tho one index finger tow ard 
altitudes of existence? It would seem so. 
Tho high life of New York is led con­ 
cededly by the Astors. 
Who are they? 
Very nice people, very reputable, honest, 
rich, some of them well inform ed, the pres­ 
ent generation studious, am bitious in liter­ 
ary and political directions. W hence did 
they start, and all w ithin the m em ory of 
m en living here today. 
The "original Astor,” so far as we know, 
although it is fair to assum e th at be had a 
father somewhere, was a very hum ble ped­ 
ler, saving, grubbing, grasping, penurious, 
m iserly, m ean. 
Every cont he m ade he held en to u ntil it 
becam e a dollar, and every dollar until it

T h e A sto r * o f T o d a y 
are as far ahead of the Astor of but a few 
years 6ince in ail th a t m akes m en tru ly 
great and truly high as he was higher than 
they in th a t shrew dness and strain of mer- 
cenaryism which enabled him first to get, 
second to hold on to the fortune, the results 
of which they now enjoy. 
A m an whose father enjoyed the highest 
honors, save one, th a t can be given by th is 
nation to its sons, very wealthy, very well 
educated, benevolent to his backbone, 
thoughtful of others, devoting his entire 
life to aiding and helping charitable causes 
along the rough highw ays of the world, sat 
in my study not forty-eight hours ago, a 
stranger in the city, and in speaking of an 
object lie had very m uch at h eart and 
which I was disposed to aid, said, "If we 
could only induce Mrs. Astor to m anifest 
an interest in this thing its end would 
bo settled so far as New York is concerned.” 
"W ell, why not present it to h er?” I 
asked. "W hy not go and see her it you 
think her m ind could be directed into th a t 
channel?” and, to do the lady justice. I 
understand she is very largely given to 
charitable thoughts. 
"Oh, no,” he said, "I don t know her well 
enough to do that,

wife of her husband?

See this m agnificent equipage draw n by 
nobio anim als. 
Tho horses cost $6000; 
their trappings §1000; tho carriage $3 0 0 0 . 
How proudly they rffipenr to cham p their 
hits, really in pain because of excessive 
checking. How straig h t his nibs sits on the 
box, and look a t the footman. How proud 
and rnm rodic they are in their arrogance, 
hut their arrogance pales its ineifective 
fire in the presence of the gorgeous creature 
sitting in tho carriage. 
Over her head a parasol, the laceof which 
cost $ 5 0 0 0 , and tho agate handle runs its 
expense $ 5 0 0 more. How superb her at­ 
tire. How bewilderingly lovely her equip­ 
m ents. W hy. the rings on lier fingers and 
the bells on her toes run her expenses the 
Lord only knows to w hat figure. W hat a 
very "high lifer" she m ust be to be sure. 
W hat m entality. W hat vast experience to 
have gotten all this. 
M entality? Nonsense. 
Experience? Pooh, pooh, she is th e wife 
of a brewer, who m ade ins money honestly 
bv a continuity of effort and a sturdily of 
thought and an iron grip of pluck and per­ 
severance, which com bined enable him to 
show this splendor on th e drive.

Books show that of every IOO m en 
who go into business ninoty-fivo fail, three 
m ake m arked successes and two become 
very, very, very rich. 
I suppose, taking 
m en of letters and men of affairs and ser­ 
vants together, tho average income in this 
country, farm hands, gardeners, clerks in 
country stores, clerks in sm all towns, a1! 
m anner of stablem en, every class of opera­ 
tive, clerks in cities and soon is from $000 
to $800. How obviously absurd it is iu view 
of universal m atrim ony and iii view of the 
wide diversions between $150 a year and 
$100,000 a year, to deal 
in tho concrete 
with "tho cost of getting m arried.” W hile a 
V anderbilt m ay spend—and right there, you 
see. you are stum ped, because if your are 
going to take into consideration everything 
attending the m arriage, unless you draw a 
line at some expenditure for presents and 
soon, tim estim ate m ust of necessity he 
wild and therefore useless. 
D o t IT* T r a v e th o “ H lsl* I i l f e n . ” 
T h at’s your idea, m ind you, not m ine. I 
despise the "high life” born of money, but 
you don’t, and by you I m ean the great body 
of readers. Tho golden calf is worshipped 
just as m uch in Boston, Philadelphia aud 
New York as it was a t M ount Sinai, and the 
high priests liers are just as venal and 
idiotic and ju st as fond of bending the 
hinge of faw ning knee as old Aaron was 
when B rother Moses had gone up higher. 
Suppose, I say, w e leave these "high lifers,[ 
to whom $100,000 is no moro than $loo 
is to m e or to you, and look at the cost which 
m ust attend the m arriage of a clerk whose 
income is $2500 a year. 
He needs a new- dress suit, w hich ho 
can buy, fairly fitting, a t a ready­

In other words, w ithout counting a good 
last nig h t’s spreo w ith the boys, w ithout

th a t he is sure of heaven sim ply because he 
has stopped a t the end of Ills half mile 
of wickedness, and ju s t begins his half mile 
tow ard heaven, and so w ith m arriage. 
T h e C o a l u t t h e S t a r t 
is a sim ple point w ithout m ilch relation to 
the consequences. 
A ssum ing 
th a t this 
twenty-five hundred dollar clerk has brains 
enough to w arrant his salary, we will take 
it for granted th a t he has a certain degree 
of prudence and forethought, and th a t ho 
doesn't content him self w ith giving Bir­ 
die three days’ pleasure, but brings lier 
homo to a place prepared and fitted for her. 
Now, he m ust do one bf two things, either 
hoard, and heaven help him , or keep house. 
I don’t believe in young people just m arried 
going to a hoarding-liouso and living in one 
room. 
I don’t care how good-temneied. 
how honest-intentioned. how well-balanced 
she and her husband m aybe as individuals, 
how happily m ated, they cannot endure 
each other’s presence continuously w ith­ 
out chafing and fretting. There is certain 
to come a tim e when oho or the other, and, 
I guess, both, would hail tho opportunity to 
go into another room for a little while. 
Oh, w hat a blessing it is to be alone onco in 
a while, to get away from everything mid 
everybody, to enjoy the supremo delight of 
selfishness. Now, Birdie is going to have 
th a t fooling ju st as mufch as anybody else, 
and 
I f th e D e a r B o y I# W is e 
ho will m ake an 
arrangem ent in his 
boarding-house, if ho m ust go ton boarding­ 
house, for two room s basing his program m e 
and his w illingness to moot the expense on 
a sound, centurv-testod philosophy that, 
w hile it isn’t wise for m an to live alone, 
there is a vast degree of com fort in being 
so situated th a t once in a while you can bo 
affirm. Good board here, and by good board, 
well, there isn’t any such thing as good 
hoard. Go to the great hotels, pay any­ 
where from $5 to $25 a day, take their 
elaborately ornate m enus,w ith their French 
poppycock, th eir soups aud their fish, their 
entres and their roasts and boils, and their 
game, their fruits auu their fancy fixings, 
w ith their coffee, and their cheese and try it 
for a whole season. How quick you come 
down to a plain bouillon and roast beef. 
W hy, I rem em ber one season a t Long 
Branch, in tho W est E nd Hotel, kept by 
th at prince of hotel keepers, Dave H ildreth, 
there was spread before me day in and day 
out a hill of fare which to connoisseurs was 
perfect in its elements. 
E verything th at 
h eart could wish or experience recall, all 
tile daintiest dishes prepared by expert and 
expensive chefs, everything th a t long years 
of thought and endeavor and trium ph could 
suggest to the w illing m ind and tile boun­ 
tiful hand of th at hotel m an was there, and 
vet nine tim es iii ten my breakfast was 
beef steak, coffco and roils, nine tim es in 
ten my dinner was soup and roast beef, with 
perhaps a hit of game, and I have often 
wondered w hether it wouldn’t he $100,000 
a ybar in Dave H ildreth’s pocket, in the 
pocket of any ono of these groat hotel 
men, if, instead of this costly exposure of 
their larder, they provided a sim ple hum ­ 
drum , home-cooked, 
satisfactory 
meal, 
varying through the davs of the week as 
we do at home, having a full series of 
courses if desired, soup, fish, roast and des­ 
sert. b u t confining the chief elem ent of tho 
dinner to one conspicuous dish, roast beef. 
roast lam b, roast veal, roa“t pork, and so 
on. Now there is no such thing, 
O u tsid e o f T o u r O w n H o m o , 
as a satisfactory table. 
If all this w ild ex­ 
travagance of expenditure falls w ithout 
effect upon your appetite, and you crave 
aftor all the hom ely food on your own table, 
w hat m ust it be, as a rule, iii boarding­ 
houses whore necessity is the m ain spring, 
necessity is the raison d'etre, the hinge on 
which every thing turns, and economy the 
natural guide-post; in other words.necessity'’ 
compels Uio woman to keep the boarding­ 
house, and necessity compels the boarders 
to jive there rather than to keep their own 
house, winch m ust he the inevitable? Yet 
we have boarding-houses here for the very 
poor at $2 a week, and wo have them for 
those who can afford it as high as $50 a 
week, but a $2500 clerk doesn’t have hut 
850 to start with, and ho doesn’t w ant to 
spend th a t all on the stom ach. 
His wife needs some of it on her hack. 
He takes pride in having her look well, 
and, if he loves lier, lie take intense satis­ 
faction in having her feel well, and we all 
know- how m uch better a woman feels when 
sho is dressed nicely. He m ust present 
him self in a neat aud attractive appearance 
in his office or store. 
If he is A decent fellow ho will have his 
lite insured, because as a rule a $2500 a 
year clerk has nothing saved, and if he 
has 
I t I s n ’t E n o u u t f o r a. W if e to D iv e ou 
if lie should bo suddenly carried off. Ile 
m u st-set aside at least $5 a week for his 
life insurance and tho insurance of his 
little traps. Ho m ust oxpect between hiin- 
nnd his wife to spend not less than SIO a 
week. the first year, on clothing, end those 
two item s with trifling expenses, attending 
church, car riding, going now and then to a 
theatre and so forth and so on, eat a thou­ 
sand dollars right out of 
the heart of 
his $2500. I don’t see how it is possible for 
this couple to get along on less than $20 a

THE WOMAN’S HOHE. 


A Symposium 
Upon 
the 
Moth Question. 


Various Suggestions Wise and Otherwise 


on the Subject. 


Beating Furs or Woollens Will Drive 
Out the Pests. 


"Like as it wore a m oth fretting a gar­ 
m ent” is a figure of speech used by the 
psalm ist, showing th a t the housekeeper 
had hor trials even in those days; and in 
another portion of Holy Y/rit it is no less 
than heaven itself w hich is described as a 
place whero “neither m oth nor rust doth 
corrupt,” a passage which the householder 
accepts w ith a sigh for tho eternal vigi­ 
lance in flus direction, involved by an 
earthly residence. 
To tho student of natural history thero 
are m oths and m oths; hut for tho house­ 
keeper thoro is but ono m oth, and specific, 
or even generic nam es soldom have a place 
in her vocabulary. W hat really torm ents 
her, however, is tho little m oth, known to 
entom ologists as the tine a flavifrontella, 
and perhaps somo other species of the 
genus tinea. This word is from the Latin, 
m eaning “clothes m oth,” but no connection, 
derivatively, w ith our English word "tiny,” 
although it is suggestive of that, for tho 
pest is a very m inute creature in all stages 
of its developm ent. 
These little m oths begin to fly about in 
our houses early in Mav. and continue all 
through tho sum m er. 
They are pale buff 
or m ushroom color,w ith a silky, trridesCent 
lustre, tho hind wings and abdomen being 
paler than tho rost. 
Tho wings are slender 
and narrow, with the most l>eautilul and 
delicate long silky fringe, which increases 
iii length tow ard tho base of tho wing. But 
oven the microscope can reveal no beauties 
iii these little creatures to the boart of tho 
truly careful housekeeper, however much 
the facts may appeal to her mind. 
She 
knows th at the airy, gracetul. and seem­ 
ingly aim less flutter of tile m oth is but a 
m ask for the basest designs, and th at keen 
eves in reality on the w atch for some­ 
thing very choice in the fur or woollen line 
iii 
which to 
deposit 
its 
eggs. 
Tho 
m oth 
itself 
can, 
of 
course, 
have 
n o 
conception 
of 
tho 
edible 
nature 
of those things, and it shows a wonderful 
instinct, therefore, in depositing its eggs in 
situations where the larva' may afterw ards 
obtain their appropriate food. 
Moths should alw ays be killed if possible 
at this stage of the proceedings, as all fur­ 
th er trouble from them is thereby eaved. 
Many housekeepers have the idea th at it 
is no use to take this trouble, as they be­ 
lieve the m ischief is already done when tho 
m oths appear flying about, but this is an 
error, as will be seen from the statem ents 
m ade above. 
The eggs being deposited in some favor­ 
able place then, 
trio 
tiny 
caterpillar 
soon breaks from the shell. 
It is a pale, 
delicate worm, tho size of a darning needle, 
and less than half an inch in length. It 
has sixteen feet, the first six being well de­ 
veloped, and constantly in use to draw tho 
slender body iii and out of its caso. 
This case is one of the m ost rem n-liable 
things about the insect. It begins to m ake it 
as soon as it coinos from tne egg. using its 
large jaws like a scythe and mowing down 
the hair or wool fibres by which it is snr- 
routided. These it cuts into hits of which 
it m akes a cylindrical tube in successive 
layers of thick, warm felt, lined w ithin 
w ith the finest silk which the worm can 
spin. The caso is flattened a little in the 
m iddle and contracted at the ends, both of 
w hich are kept open for going out and in. 
Being provided w ith a bonne,the little worm 
eats and grows. W hen the caso gots too 
sm all tho scissors-like jaw s m ake tw o slits 
at one end of tho case, sets in two wedge- 
shaped patches, and then enlarges tho 
other half of the caso in tho sam e way. 
Thus ho goes on eating and growing, his 
course followed by thin places in the wool 
or fnr, liked a mowed strip in a hay field. 
Moreover if tho little worm wishes to move 
to "fresh fields and pastures green.” lie will 
not pull his case over the fibres of wool or 
fur, but cuts his way through them , m aking 
the round holes which som etim es causo 
cloth to look as if riddled by tiny sh o t 
After taking his fill of th is sort of life, the 
worm changes into a chrysalis and soon 
em erges as a liny delicate m oth again, lays 
eggs and dies, having com pleted tho circle 
of its destiny. 
Dr. G. W .H arris says th a t powdered black 
pepper, strewed under the edges of carpets, 
will repel m oths. Sheets of paper, sprinkled 
w ith spirits of turpentine, cam phor in 
coarse powder, leaves of tobacco, or shav­ 
ings of Russia leal hor, should be placed 
am ong the clothes laid aside for the sum ­ 
mer. Furs and sm all articles Can be kopt 
by being sewed in bags w ith bits of cam phor 
wood, red cedar, or of Spanish cedar. 
Tho 
cloth lining of carriages can be secured for­ 
ever from the m oths by being washed or 
sponged 
on 
both 
sides w ith a solution 
of corrosive sublim ate of mercury' in alco­ 
hol, m ade just strong enough not to leave a 
w hite stain on a black feather. The worm s 
can be killed by pouring benzine on them , 
aud carbolic acid is also good. 


W H A T F A R R I E R S S A T . 


B e a t in g F u r* o r W o o lle n * 'th e G r e a te s t 
S a fe g u a r d A g a in s t M o th s . 
Any housekeeper who passes through our 
city streets in these days cannot fail to 
havo her “special wonder” excited as to 
how furriers and others can leave furs and 
woollen goods of all sorts exposed in their 
shop windows w ithout fear apparently of 
tho ravages of moths. 
W hen asked toexplain this tho other day a 
well-kncnvn W ashington street furrier told 
Hie tr ite r th a t ail furs or woollens exposed 
in the windows, on open shelves, etc., were 
protected by frequent heatings, adm inis­ 
tered w ith a slender rattail rod. This drives 
out any moths which may be hiding in tho 
g a rm en ts and dislodges any eggs which 
they may have laid there to hatch out. 
"How do yon care for the stdck which you 
pack away during tho sum m er m onths?” 
"First, by giving everything a thorough 
beating with tho slender rod so as to be 
sure th at all m oths and eggs are dislodged. 
T hen we pack them in closets which are 
lined w ith tarred paper and then closed so 
tightly th at there is no chance for the 
m oths to get in. Camphor is also recom ­ 
mended, but it is more expensive than the 
paper. The essential thing is to have tho 
garm ents thoroughly cleansed from the 
m oths and their eggs by beating before 
packing away. 
Treated thus they will 
alm ost always corno out all right in th e 
Boring.”

Tho motli-fiy is abroad w ith his cafe-au- 
lait wings hearing him hither and thither 
iii apparent indifference to his alighting 
place. 
But, alas! there is foil purpose in 
every gauzy flutter. An interesting feature 
of the moth-rtv’s “first appearance of tho 
season” is 
tho energy w ith which tao 
housewifely instinct seems to arouse at his 
silent com ing and instantly start iii his pur­ 
suit. Tile gentlest and the m ost indifferent 
are alike eager for tho fray if they but hear 
his nam e. It m akes no difference w hether 
the dainty m ischief-m aker flit into a draw ­ 
ing-room gorgeous in tapestry and carpets, 
w hose pile is Ins direct tem ptation, or into 
a room in sum m er attire of cool bamboo 
andChinese m attings,it is "on to the battle” 
all the same. Because, yon see, the insid­ 
ious creature m ay be here today and tom or­ 
row eating the heart out of your $800 seal­ 
skin. 
"C atch him . Sue! There lie goes, right 
by your nose. T om ! There, you just missed 
him !” as Tom does not need to be told, 
having em phasized the fact w ith a blow 
upon his unoffending nose. 
T hat is the kind ot exclam atory paren­ 
thesis w ith which my m arried lady friends 
intersperse the most thrilling gossip when 
I call in “m oth tim e," which seems to he a 
special season, quito distinct from th e com­ 
monly accepted four, evolved from na­ 
tu re’s store for the affliction of the pos­ 
sessors of worldly (winter) goods. 
It is the m aiden ladies and bachelors who 
tell us how to care for our children w ith 
tim m ost perse vering interest. In Hie same 
spirit, having onco had all my goods de­ 
voured by "m oth and rust,” it gives mb 
great pleasure to give someone else the 
benefit of my experinco. 
My m other always used cam phor, and I 
can rem em ber th a t when she had anything 
particularly precious to preserve, sno in­ 
creased the order which "F ather” was to 
"bring hom e” or “send up right away,” and 
w hen 
it cam e 
it was all broken into 
"hickory nuts.” and wrapped each piece in 
a wad of paper, to be stuffed into every 
available fold and pocket. 
Aud just as 
m uch wont into a silk garm ent as a woollen 
one, if only it was ail article of w inter 
attire. 
I kept on doing ‘‘as my m other before 
m e,” until I was m arried. When the usual 
tim e for packing away woollens came. I fol­ 
lowed her rule, and ordered two pounds, I 
think, of camphor. My husband looked a 
trifle puzzled, and went his way, to consult 
a druggist (though I did not know it), and 
sont me up one pound, instead of two. I 
packed all away in ono huge trunk, and 
found fully half the cam phor left, so I at 
once packed th at in one end, to m ake sure, 
and locked it up. All was well th at year, 
but the next my trouble began. 
In New E ngland it\is quite unnecessary 


and indeed unwise to be too hasty in pu t­ 
ting away woollens, as tho chill is seldom 
quite gone before our rare Ju n e days. 
But 
in the South and Southw est even garm ents 
in frequent use, hanging in dark closets or 
light ones are often found eaten iu folds or 
under pocket laps, to one’s infinite disgust 
and annoyance, oven early in Mav. So it is 
needful to havo quite other clothing for the 
two seasons and watch carefully th at w hich 
is in common use. "E ternal vigilance is 
the price of woollen w ear" should be em ­ 
blazoned above each wardrobe door. 
H aving moved into a w arm er clim ate be­ 
fore my second sum m er of housewifely anx­ 
iety,-I was preparing to use cam phor as be­ 
fore, when W illiam cam e in full of a new 
project which the oldest inhabitant de­ 
clared to he "the only reel preventive agin 
m oth.” 
Other housekeepers have probably had 
experieni'o w ith a young husband 
and 
householder who has a freshly captured 
idea—som ething quito superior and alto­ 
gether beyoud the fem inine com prehension 
apparently,'from the m ystery w ith which 
he usually surrounds it. 
So I was told to 
"neverm ind w hat it was; I’d see when he 
brought it hom e,” etc. And sure enough. 
I did see. A new barrel was rolled into the 
kitchen porch with a strong smell of fresh 
asphalt sidewalk about it, and upon re­ 
m oving tho lid I found it lined with ta r­ 
paper. "Sure preventive,” said W illiam ; 
"Deacon 
Phelps 
told mo so.” 
Deacon 
Phelphs’ wife was not m entioned, so declin­ 
ing to share the risk, I did all my m ost 
cherished belongings carefully up in nows- 
f'apers to keep them from dampness in the 
inperfectIy closed barrel, w hile w ith proud 
security w illiam put away his wedding 
suit 
w ithout 
w rapping 
of 
any 
kind. 
Then 
the barrel 
was closed 
for 
the 
season, and except for an occasional heart- 
sinking m isgiving as I passed it by, nothing 
was disturbed until my husband opened it 
in December. Some of my packages wero 
first opened and found intact, and W ill was 
radiant—"so easy am tch o ap ” : hut when he 
shook out his best trousers, they looked as 
if tho "feast of tho ancestors” had been 
celebrated off their fibres, and he was 
exceeding sorrowful. It was too had, and 
in telling a young neighbor of it Rho said; 
"W hy, my dear, lf you had been the wisest 
of housekeepers you could havo dono no 
better, for printers’ ink is death to m oths!” 
N ext season I used both, wrapping every­ 
thing carefully in newspapers, and uaing a 
little cam phor iii tho thickest garm ents. 
From th a t day to this not a m oth has 
troubled mo. 
W hen 
furs 
are packed 
a 
littlo 
snuff 
is 
hotter 
than 
cam ­ 
phor, as 
tho 
latter 
is 
said 
to fade 
them . 
B lankets 
and 
carpets 
absorb 
so m uch cam phor that it is verv expensive 
and very difficult to "air out” when mi- 
packed for use. and newspapers do not 
grow large enough to wrap them tightly. 
For these, therefore, a drv-goods box may 
he Hued w ith paper and leaf tobacco, easily 
procured from any tobacco grower or cigar 
m anufacturer for a trifle, strewn am ong tho 
folds. This has always proved an excellent 
protection 
for my own, and the' scent 
quickly disappears in airing. An am using 
incident was related to me by a lady who 
had a beautiful plush couch ruined last 
sum m er. W hen leaving her town house for 
the sum m er she entrusted tho packing of 
furniture iii its sum m er coverings to a new 
maid, suggesting herself cam phor gum for 
this particular piece of furniture. Upon her 
return it was found literally ridged all 
about near Hie crevices w ith m oth trails, 
and tho excited maid declared; "Camphor, 
indeed! I filled tho thing with it, and when 
I took off tho cover there sat every blessed 
m oth on its hind legs w ith a piece of cam ­ 
phor to its m outh chowing for life.”

A curious ancient British boat has been 
exhum ed at Brigg, in Lincolnshire, while 
some workm en were excavating in a field 
near the gas works.

"T his homo was established two years 
ago by Mrs. Ellen M. Gifford of Now* Hav.cn, 
and it was then turned ovor to the Massa­ 
chusetts Society for tho Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, but tile society did not 
pay such attention to the institution as it 
seem ed to need, so Mrs. Gifford resum ed 
control of it herself two m onths ago, aud 
now she m anages it through Mrs. Cushing 
of Newbury street, Boston, who is a relative 
of her’s an a her representative. 
"D uring the past two years, whilo it was 
nnrtor the care of tho Society for tho P re­ 
vention of Cruelty, and during which tim e 
I was Hie superintendent,” said Mr. Per­ 
kins, "we cared for about seventy-five stray 
dogs and seventy-live or one hundred stray 
cats. 
No organized system of collecting 
such anim als was 
m aintained, hut 
we 
sim ply 
took

us. Homes

them , and others were killed, but

Mrs. Gifford bas ex­ 
pressly declared that she doesn’t w ant this 
hom e to bo a slaughter-house.

usod to charge seventy-live ccm* a week. 
for hoarding cats aud $1 50 to $2 for dogs, 
and we had a t ono tim e eighteen nogs and 
seventeen or eighteen cats boarding bore.” 
D uring a stroll over the promises the 
superintendent and tho visitor wero accom­ 
panied by a lively little English terrier 
w hich answered to the nam e of 
Jo. 
said the superintendent, was tho first ii* 
m ate of tho house two years ago.and he had 
rem ained as a sort of assistant superintend­ 
ent. taking care of tho newly received dogs 
ana doing all in his power to m ake them 
feel a t home.

"W hen tho police pick up stray dogs.” 
continued Mr. Perkins, “they notify us by 
telephone, and I drive to the stations and 
colloct the dogs And bring them here. 
Such dogs are not licensed, hut we keep 
them ten days or so. to allow tho owners a 
chanco to reclaim them, and thou we con­ 
sider ourselves at liberty to dispose of them 
at we see fit.

A hospital 
kennel is to lie built, aud then the capacity 
of tho homo will be about fifty dogs. The 
dogs are fed ou m eat, g ra w , vegetables, 
broad ami hasty pudding, and a good many 
hum an beings don’t fare so well as t h a t ” 
"This hom e is designed to till a field sim­ 
ilar to th at of the Asylum for Abandoned 
Anim als in Paris,” said Mr. Cushing, the 
representative of the founder, “and wo 
hope in tim e to be able to tako in horses 
aud cats. 
It is our design now to receive 
dogs for gratuitous treatm ent when the 
ow ners are unablo to pay for treatm ent at 
tho 
regular 
veterinary 
hospital. 
No 
dogs will bo killed unless they are in­ 


curably diseased, and then it will be done 
w ithout pain by adm inistering cyanide of 
potassium. Wo don’t anticipate th at Hie 
home will ho overcrowded w ith dogs, for 
it is alm ost always easy to find purchasers 
or at least homes for such dogs as are liable 
to he picked up by the police. W hat with 
the im portation of better breeds of dogs, 
the operation of tho law regarding licenses, 
and tho sum m er cam paign of Al. W atts 
in putting out of tho way unlicensed 
dogs, thero 
are 
very 
few 
curs 
left, 
ami homos can 
readily 
bo found for 
the dogs we receive. 
A collar and chain is 
furnished by tho home to every police sta­ 
tion for the purpose of confining any dog 
winch may be picked up and held for tis, 
and coupon books are also furnished so 
th at the police m ay authorize individuals 
to send stray dogs to us. We w on't receive 
dogs unless somebody vouches for them as 
being homeless.” 
Tho m ain building of the homo is adm ir­ 
ably adapted to its needs, save th a t it is 
larger mid more expensive than is neces­ 
sary where the am ount of land available 
for exercising ground is so lim ited. On the 
ground Moor is the office, reception room 
and kitchen, whero tho food for the canine 
inm ates is prepared, and above are the 
apartm ents of tho superintendent. Besides 
the latter officer, the services of an assistant 
and a cook are required to perform the work 
of the institution.

Andrews, Who Wanted a 
Universal Language. 


Strong Denunciation for Anarchists and 


Their Deeds. 


Their Objeot to Bring Society to a 
Standstill 


N ew Y ork, Ju n e 9.—The strikes and the 
A narchist riots prove w hat I believe and 
stated at the tim o, th a t instead of being evil 
indications they wero to bo deliverances. 
W hen anything of death or danger happens 
it is over, w hereas until it blossoms Into 
action there rem ains som ething unknow n 
and diseased beneath. At the bottom of 
both socialism and anarchy id vice, some­ 
tim es putting on th e habilim ents of philan­ 
thropy. T ake th e Socialist, for exam ple, 
who is a different being from tho A narchist; 
lie affects to desire th e reconstruction of 
society, in order th a t 
more 
happiness 
m ay ensue by less labor. Plainly, there­ 
fore, 
lie 
does 
not adm ire labor, and 
in th a t singlo point lies the beginning of tho 
vast difference between his m ind and Hie 
minds of his fellow-mon. 
Work is found by 
alm ost every m an of w illing tem peram ent, 
his chief salvation. The theorist who w ants 
to put work aside and arrange for a short 
holiday every day.in addition to the seventh 
day regular holiday, contains in his m ind a 
lurking propensity to loiter, I have gen­ 
erally found connected w ith Socialists a 
sneaking propensity to lust. Not long ago 
there died in this city a m an nam ed Stephen 
Pearl Andrews, who did not m uch differ 
from tho propounders of m ost of the loaf­ 
ing 
theorists 
of 
socialism, 
such 
as 
St. Simon. Andrews was probably of New 
England stock, w ith a rath er dom ineer­ 
ing brain, and an inclination which he cul­ 
tivated, no doubt, for libidinous living. 
Liko Rev. Mr. Noyes, who founded the 
Oneida com m unity, or Rev. Joseph Sm ith, 
who founded the Mormons, Mr. Andrews 
wanted to be at once a law giver and a 
lover. He was a rath er sm all m an with a 
som ewhat high head and insidious way of 
talking, and had som ething of tho egotism 
of Aaron Burr, and the m ingled insinua­ 
tion and assum ption by w hich th at little 
man mado use of people u ntil lie was found 
out and finally avoided by all. Andrews 
had picked up in Boston, or Now York, or 
Europo, some high notions of am ending 
tne governm ent and creation of God. Ho 
finally concluded th a t ho would 
m ake 
everbody on the earth 
S p r n k O n e D nngrnnce. 
He thought it was all foolish to have so 
m any languages, and would pass into re­ 
tirem ent every literature in order th at m an­ 
kind for the future m ight speak bis par­ 
ticular language, for w hich he invented a 
nanio. B at as ho was engaged in th at sub­ 
lim e business of m aking all people com­ 
m unicate with 
each other, though for 
w hat 
reason 
thoy all 
should 
com- 
riiumeato nobody knows, as alm ost every 
m an has found In th e course of tim e th at be 
already comyU’.nicatos 
w ith 
too m any 
people and would like to libbrevifite the 
list if it was in his power, Andrews insisted 
th at ho m ust fie supported, and in th at sup­ 
port he included w hatever our 
anim al 
economy dem ands. 
He m ust not only ho 
provided for by his disciples in tho way of 
food, raim ent and bed, but tho concerns of 
love m ust bo attended to as well, ami the 
groat m an m ust have change as his nature 
needed it. He established a concern called 
tho Pantarchy, whtch moans, J suppose, tho 
governm ent or everything or tim universal 
governing system. Ho m oved from house 
to house for years, and in w hatever tene­ 
m ent ho was there was a Pantarchy, and 
tho great business of m aking a now lan­ 
guage w ent on. 
Ho would have little 
seances, aud Consider w hat was tho proper 
expression of an act or a th in g by exneri- 
------------ 
fly 
m ent; half a dozen women and nearly as 
m any mon would sit around form ulating 
w ords for tho great dictionary of the future, 
The head of tho class, perhaps somo grass 
widow, would try her feeble head on th at 
word w hich represented tho m ovem ent of a 
| fish between the tim e when ho saw Hie bait 
and Hie instant ho darted at it. For such 
an interregnum Andrews thought thero 
m ust bo a word invented. Tho grass widow 
would try her hand and perhaps suggest 
th a t tile expression for th at reposeful for­ 
m ation 
of an im pulse 
was the word 
"gum .” No. 2 would m ake tho n ex t trial and 
suggest th at the proper W’ord was "gam ." 
No. 8, some crank whose nervous 
and 
anim al nature was entirely out of propor­ 
tion to his general physique and balance, 
wotiid suggest "gom ” as the word, bo it 
would run down tho list, u ntil at last 
Andrews would ho seen in 
A S t a t e o f M e n ta l C y o lo n lsm . 
His eyes w’ould roll; his gray h air would 
stand up; he would slip out of the door and 
w alk in the hall. T he society would ex­ 
claim. "Andrews will have it directly.” In 
a m inute or two Andrews would burst back 
! into tho room w ith a profound wave of 
his 
hand, 
and 
announce 
th at 
the 
proper word was "giin.” H ereupon excla-| 
inations would move about the place 
’‘Isn’t Andrews a great m an? Andrews has 
got it just exactly right." Now and then a 
m arried m an 
would come along with 
a 
fam ily, 
somo 
buxom 
wifo 
and 
possibly daughters, and Andrews would 
involvo 
him self 
w ith 
those 
peo­ 
ple. Ho would show 
tho m an th a t so­ 
ciety as now constituted was all a m istake;! 
th a t the world was a m ixture of selfishness 
and 
m isapprehension which m erely re­ 
quired a profound intelligence to compose 
It, and thereupon Andrews m odestly nom­ 
inated him self as the profound intelligence. 
Ile mado no secret th at nature had en­ 
dowed him for this great purpose, th a t 
it 
gave 
no 
egotism 
to 
speak 
out 
w hat nature said, 
and ho invited his 
friend to ho one of his pupils, and contribute 
to his support. The fam ily wero also in­ 
vited to join, and. like M ohammed in the 
ancient days, while tho grroat pervading 
essence was the whole providence, love to it 
was as dlviito as those old form s of love to 
divinities. Andrews thought he was quite 
a kissable man, and nover had any hesita­ 
tion about proving it. Of course this old 
chap died, m akiug no m ore Impression on 
m ankind 
than assum ption with a cer­ 
tain talking talen t and some rending do 
upon subm itting folks already inclined to 
shako off labor, and to get out of tho activo 
channels of the world. Cowardice is the 
basis 
of 
m any 
a philanthropy; 
m ea 
advocate peace because they do not w ant to 
be drafted into w ar; m en advocate loss 
labor because they never disciplined them ­ 
selves to w o rk ; m eh w ant lovo to be more 
genera! because they never carried the re­ 
sponsibilities of a family. 
T h e A n a r c h is t I s M e r e ly 
tho brutalized Socialist; In Franco there Is 
a certain artistic arrangem ent oven of a 
more m atter of im agination.

Speaking of the two leading political 
organisations, he SAid: There is no live 
Issue between them. N either of them is 
•olid tot or arrainat the silver bill, upon the 
tariff question. or, indeed, upon any other 
m atter that relates to the public welfare. 
The Republicans seem to have 
rather 
more cohesiveness than the Democrats, 
but they lack th e courage to enforce 
their policy, if they have any. They lost 
control of the governm ent by tho failure to 
m eet the demands of the people, and, if 
they had a strong, positive opposition to 
overcome, would find it very difficult to 
recover any of their lost ground.” 
‘ H asn’t the present Democratic executive 
strengthened h is party organization?” 
“How, and by w hat act? Take it in New 
f 
’nglRnd, for instance. Up there we be­ 
leve in party m achinery. 
Our people at­ 
tend to politics with the same vigor as they 
do to their engines. After election they look 
fur the reward of their toil, and no am ount 
of sophistry 
or 
now ideas of change 
rmn 
u k e 
rlace of a neglect to give 
thorn the fruits cf party success. The re­ 
wards for political service in New England 
have not been many am ong the Democracy 
let many years. Yet at every election, 
through evil and good reports, its organiza- 
non has been kept up. and its m embers 
have 
gone regularly to the polls and 
performed other party service. They ex­ 
pected, and had arig h t to expect,that, when

long as they rem ain unchanged, or some 
negative man in tho party is elected to till 
them, there will be a feeling of disappoint­ 
m ent th at weakens the part}- and the

it. 
Our 
people 
look 
to 
the 
party m achinery 
for 
direction, 
only to 
find 
that the 
powei which they havo trusted and still 
tnyst *< looked upon with disfavor by the 
adm inistration, and men are appointed to 
tribe* who have added nothing to the party 
force and cannot do so. Take, for exam ple, 
the 
a ©pointmen! of Mr. Saltnm tall 
n* collector of the port of Boston. His Belec­ 
tion may have pleased some oi the mug-

Republicans, 
but

Democrats. 
For

w in not now add anything to its forceful­ 
ness, Other exam ples m ight bo cited, hut, 
taking New England as a whole, the policy 
rf ©or friend Cleveland has been dispirit­

ing

•Hies, 
W hat 
is 
truo 
of my section 
pf the country. I take it, is true of all the 
balance of the nation. Politics is not a 
pastime. People do not organize parties. 
giro their tim e and money toward their 
support for fun. Party service must, nave 
its 
rewards 
and 
disappointm ents, but 
the 
latter 
m ust 
he 
regrets 
over 
a defeat, not chagrin at the failure of their 
candidate to fill the m easure of their de- 
Mi'tB. How much of the ground lost can tm 
recovered during tho noxt year or two no 
one can tell, but the outlook is not cheerful 
-for the Democracy, as it is a t present con­ 
trolled.” 
“ Has the legislative end of the Demo­ 
cratic party succeeded any better than tho 
executive?” 
“Not a bit. It is not united upon anything 
or upon any question. 
T heir m ajority in 
Co m t e s is doing nothing. 
It is, and 
m eans 
to 
be. 
entirely 
negative in its 
action. Its long absence 
from control has 
m ade the Dem ocratic party tim id, instead 
of 
aggressive, 
as it used 
to 
bo. 
It 
m ay not now 
have tho 
force or ex­ 
perience w ithin its ranks to grasp new 
question* 
and 
create 
now 
issues. 
Jt has been twenty-five years out of power, 
in which it has been an objector rather 
th an a creator. 
Its new responsibilities 
seem to be larger than it can grasp. In the 
old days it was dom inated in all its acts 
by the 
T ra ta e d Statesm en of tho Blooth. 
H ie slavery end of this country was its 
m aster. These m en were trained in public 
affairs, ffnd worked with an aggressiveness 
of purpose th at awed all opposition. In tho 
old 
dsys of the 
Democracy no m em ­ 
ber of Congress or public m an made reck­ 
less speeches upon which tho opposition 
partv could teed. A few men m et. decided 
upon the policy to he pursued, mapped out 
th e line Of argum ent.and did all the talking 
them selves. 
Now alm ost every individual 
leader in

theory or purpose of his own, and explains 
it In season and out of season, whenever op­ 
portunity offers. In m anagem ent and ques­ 
tions the D em o'yatic party lack cohesion 
and definite or aggressive purpose.

“I suppose you m ean civil service reform ?” 
"Yes. T hat is what they call it, I believe. 
B ut the law is a hum bug and a ch eat

was passed by a Congress in which thoro 
were not ten m en who wanted it or knew 
w hat it m eant. Ie

schem e 
to 
lessen

tba entering wedge to its downfall. Upon 
tills, as upon m aqy ether im portant ques­ 
tions. the Republican party showed its cow'- 
•rdice and its lack of honesty. The Demo­ 
crats sa id ,‘It we can get this law it will 
cripple our opponents,’ and the Republicans 
paul. ’If we get this 
m easure and are 
Beaton in the election, they can’t turn our 
fellows o u t’ They now 
see how badly 
they were fooled. The Democrats, how­ 
ever. are as m uch disgusted w ith it as 
the Republican*, but neither party just 
pow 
has the courage to 
say w hat it 
feels about this measure. The only real 
benefit of the law is to the congressmen. It

T.ieves them of a great deal oi responsi­ 
b ly , and gives them an excuse for getting 
¥d of the dem ands upon them for place. 
he 
pressure 
for 
patronage 
upon

congressm an is very great, and where 
bv 
has 
the

be m akes forty enemies and one ingrate 
every tim e he m akes a selection. I have 
bad a good deal 
of 
experience upon 
[his 
subject during 
my 
public 
life. 
In my district, along the M assachusetts 
coast, tlifre were a great m any federal 
appointm ents. The fact is. th at a life 
tenure 
in 
the 
civil 
service 
runs 
counter to the theory' of our government, 
and will never be a success in this country. 
Both parties are arain divided on this sub­ 
ject, as upon all o th ers,and I donut se© th at 
th e Deniocrkts are acy m ore for reform than 
the Republicans. 
’T h en w hat are to be the issues of the 
n ex t cam paign?” 
"I can see none ahead th at are likely to be 
taken hold of by eith er party. The campaign 
of 1888 is likely to be like the others of late 
years between the two great organizations— 
Sim slr » Sr ram Id* 
to pee which party shall havo the offices, 
and a personal abuse of the candidates. 
T h at is about the height of political effort 
iu these days. But we can 't alw ays drift 
along w ithout issues. Sooner or later some 
strong aud im portant question will force 
itself upon the country w ith such power 
that tit© politicians will las obliged to 
divide upon i t It will be so grave th a t it 


w ill force the solid ©©position of one patty 
and the unqualified approval of the other.” 
“ rs there such a question now on the 
political horizon?” 
“ I th in k I can nam e one. Take, for In­ 
stance. th e present attitude of the two sec­ 
tions of this country. The North nays four- 
fifths and theSonthone-fiftli of Its taxes.ex- 
cepting whiskey And tobacco. The section 
which endeavored to destroy the country 
w ith the sword is now ruling it. Is it too 
m uch to think th at from their placesinpower 
they will some day undertake to do, by logia* 
lative action nun executive control, w hat 
they failed to doupon the battlefield? W hen 
the war was over our people relum ed to 
their m oney-m aking schemes, of which 
they 
arc 
especially 
fond. 
They 
said 
to 
th e 
m en 
they 
had 
conquered: 
‘You 
retu rn 
home, 
till 
your 
fields 
and 
build 
up 
your 
shattered 
for­ 
tunes.’ One by one they began coming 
hack into tho governm ent alm ost upon the 
threshold of peace. 
Busied w ith our trade 
aud traffic, we paid little or no attention to 
their rapidly growing power in the control 
of the governm ent. 
As long as everything 
runs our way, and there is no alarm ­ 
ing 
effort 
to 
increase 
our 
burdens 
of taxation to pay the South for the results 
of the war, there will doubtless be no 
trouble. But they hold the lower house of 
Congress. They have elected the executive 
of the nation, and m ay elect m any more, 
and th eir chances for soon controlling 
the 
U nited 
States 
Senate 
are 
good. 
In 
all 
this 
game 
of 
the 
future 
they have 
a 
large 
num ber 
of elec­ 
toral votes to which they are not entitled,on 
account of tho enfranchisem ent of 
the 
negro, whose voi^e In the election of m em ­ 
bers of Congress m d electors is practically 
silent. 
This 
situation will, no doubt, 
be 
tolerated 
until 
a 
new generation 
begins 
to 
assert 
itself, 
and 
effort 
is m ade, as it is likely to 
be. some 
day, to tax the North for the losses of the 
South during the war. Then there will be 
trouble. H ie Southern question, I find, is 
forcing itself upon the Republican party, 
Through Mr. B laine, ■ 
who still seems the accepted leader of th at 
organization. You m ust bear in m in b th a t 
every generation since the foundation of 
the governm ent has seen its war. Let us 
exam ine. 
First, the French and Indian 
wars, then tho revolution, after it the war 
of 1812: then the 
Florida war, which 
wiut followed by til© conflict w ith Mox* 
ice, and finally the 
little controversy 
in 
1861 
betwoen 
ourselves. 
lb s 
real settlem ent of the lost seems to me to 
ne yet ahead of us. The men on both sides 
who exercised an influence in the late con­ 
nie! will soon have passed awgy. New 
forces and new men are com ing forward, 
with 
fresh 
ideas and a spirit of com­ 
bativeness bred 
in 
their 
bones. 
The 
m others of tho two sections are by no 
m eans 
satisfied 
with 
the 
ending 
of 
the rebellion. They have taught their 
sons some aggressive lessons that, per­ 
haps as early as 1890, 
will begin to 
touch upon these differences between the 
sections in such a way as to provoke tot 
the rising generation their share of con­ 
vict. 
It rn av not be the one of the sword — 
although everytbingpoints in th at direction 
- b u t it will certainly be a business one, 
bred of the question of taxation, etc., of 
which I have spoken. 
Then, again, there 
is another im portant elem ent in all this 
calculation. 
T hat 
is 
w hat 
m ay 
be 
called tho foreign-born elem ent. 
Fifty- 
oight per cent. of the children born at 
the North are from parents of foreign b irth ; 
only 11 per cent. of those at the South were 
born of other than native parents. These 
figures show how utterly impossible an- 
other native American uprising is, and 
w hat a great influence tho foreign-born 
elem ent of 
this country is to have in 
shaping its future destinies. 
It is sin­ 
gular now little is thought 
on 
these 
various features of our citizenship and their 
influence upon the people. There is a de­ 
mand for a strong foreign policy. T his feel­ 
ing is growing every day. Our friend Mr. 
Ravnrd will never he likely to harm any­ 
body, and his dilatory diplomacy is not aid­ 
ing hts party any more than Mr. Cleve­ 
land’s lack of comprehension of its needs. 
Did 
you 
ever 
know 
a 
president 
big enough to ignore the working elem ent 
of his 
party 
and 
succeed? 
I never 
did. No such m an lins ever yet been cre­ 
ated, but I cannot tell w hat may be done 
in Hie ages to come. Tho fact is, severe 
party organization is indispensable to our 
welfare 
It is fairly true of the Democratic 
party th at its success has been more largely 
due to system atic organization than to any 
other one thing. To break down the spirit 
for and respect of the authorized m achin­ 
ery of the party is a blow no m an has 
ever yet struck with success to his own am ­ 
bitions.” 
„ 
. 
"ll. then, tho two parties are facing each 
other, w ithout courage mid definite issue, is 
there no chanco for a third organization?” 
"I know w hat I did not once appreciate— 
that is, th at tho laboring elem ent of this 
country cannot be cem ented into a success­ 
ful party organization. There are 
T oo Mony Conflicting Interest* 
am ong them . I do not. therefore, think that 
there will bo next tim e any disturbance of 
tho contest between tho two parties by a 
third candidate. 
The two organizations 
will bid for the laboring vote, and get it 
just in proportion as they are able to com­ 
m end them selves to the laboring men. The 
laboring men have not tho financial power 
or a local leadership of strength enough to 
m ake and keep up a separate party organi­ 
zation.” 
"Then, how are they to settle their dif­ 
ferences with capital?” 
"There is a question. I never knew a 
body of laboring m en who were not willing 
to aludo by any arbitration th at was m ade 
petween them and the interest with which 
they had a controversy. They are perfectly 
w illing for arbitration til est will nave tho 
binding effect of law upon both parties. But 
the capitalist is only in favor of arbitration 
that settles nothing, and leaves him m aster 
of the situation. In the Chicago conven­ 
tion I stated th at there snould be a plank 
in tho Democratic platiorm com m itting the 
Democratic party to the establishm ent of 
a judicial tribunal to hear and determ ine 
all questions in dispute between capital 
and labor, and th at this tribunal should 
have the legal power to enforce Its docroes 
tho same as any other court. It was my 
idea th at these courts should be elected by 
the people, as tho governors of the States 
are, and thus be subject to removal by tho 
people m case of neglect of duty, etc. These 
questions th at are arising 
between the 
m aster and the workm en are the only ones 
for the adjudication of which no court is 
provided, and they arc new and always 
have been the m ost im portant ones to be 
adjudicated.” 
"Isn’t this subject likely to receive the 
attention of Congress?” 
“Not so long as the moneyed power of the 
country controls a m ajority of the House of 
Representatives. There is plenty of legis­ 
lation for the capitalist, but none for tho 
laborer, w ith 
such a 
legislative 
con­ 
dition 
as 
this. 
I 
see 
th at 
our 
friend 
Cldvelnnd 
recommends 
those 
courts 
of 
arbitration, but 
be recom­ 
m ends 
the 
enactm ent 
under 
the 
Dom estic Violence 
clause of the Constitution. He m ight better 
have put it uader tho bankrupt law. 
If 
such legislation could he had under the 
public welfare clause of tho Constitution, it 
would be constitutional, and m ight 
be 
m ade available for some good. 
But tho 
trouble is that the laborer, as things are 
ar present constituted, cannot 
stay out 
in the cold long enough to m ake his 
light with capital, 
cither 
political 
__ 
otherwise. 
He has daily nocossities to bo 
m et and a conflict of interests th at puts him 
at the m ercy of the more prosperous citi­ 
zen.” "B ut is there no remedy for this?” 
"Oh. yes, one will he found sooner or later, 
with or w ithout revolution—I hop© without. 
But there are great wrongs to be righted in 
this country. 
Borne day the people are 
going to cease to bo taxed ny the W estom 
Union Telegraph Company th at an exorbi­ 
tant income may bo derived on m illions of 
dollars’ worth of stock unjustly issued. 
"Then you see no chance for these ques­ 
tions in 18R8 as living issues between tho 
two parties?” 
"None at all. My im pression is th at the 
next election will be fought, as the last 
was. upon Hie personal recurds of its bandi 
dates and a scram ble for the offices. There 
arc also stranger things than th at the con 
test will be between tho same candidates as 
iii 1884, but w ithout tho intervention of a 
third one.” ___________________

jew elry at a pioneer cahill 
w hich had 
neither floors nor partitions. 
“On two different occasions I ate dinner 
at the cabin of old Bender, tho Kansas 
fiend.

MRS. SLOAN’S^CONFESSION. 


How 6 h e K ilted H er B aby in a Fit of 
A ngor—Sh* H it Him T w ice with a 
Log an d P u t Him in th© D rain. 
St r a ffo r d, Vt.. Juno 9.—Mrs. 
Sloan 
denied late last night th at sho had m ur­ 
dered hor child, aud said the confession 
had been extorted from lier by threats of 
hor husband. Tills m orning, in tho presence 
of Lawyer Nyo of Strafford and State- 
AHom ey Sm ith, sho again confessed th at 
sho m urdered her child. 
She adm itted 
th at she knocked the little boy down with 
a billet of wood, anil then, whilo lie was 
unconscious, she put him in a hole in tho 
ditch. Sho said she was crazed w ith anger 
w hen she did the horrible deed. Silo Says 
th a t lier husband hail been drinking when ho 
came homo to dinner at noon. They hail a 
lug row. Mr. Sloan accused her of getting 
food from the neighbors anil neglecting to 
provide for him. After ho went out to work 
again she got more anil more angry, and 
picking up a big butternut post which stood 
by tile door, partially decayed, she struck 
lier little boy in tup stom ach anil again on 
the head. Ho screamed terribly with pain 
as tho big four-inch log cam e down upon 
him anti fell to th e ground with the blood 
gushing from a gaping wound about his 
tom ple. Mrs. 
Sloan picked tho boy up 
anil carried 
him 
to the drain, about 
two rods from the honso. 
She jam m ed 
him down in the mud and water, and cov­ 
ered his body with sticks and leaves arid 
chunks of earth. He was still breathing 
when she left him, with a heavy post on top 
of tho little mound. The drain is about six 
inches deep, anil two feet wine. The w ater 
is about tour inches deep. Mrs. Sloan then 
w ent back to tho house, and sat flown 
calm ly, w aiting for her husband to corno 
back. 
Sloan continued drinking all tho after­ 
noon. and "when tie came into tho kitchen,” 
Mrs. Sloan Rays, "he was crazy d runk.” He 
asked “ W here is Freddie?” 
“Go look for him ,” she replied. 
“I w ant you to tell me where he is,” re­ 
pented Sloan, staggering toward her. 
“Don’t you come near me, or I h it you, 
too,” said Mrs. Sloan. 
"So you’ve hit our Freddie, have you!” 
said Sloan. "W hat did you do w ith him ? 
Have you killed him ?” 
Mrs. Sloan would not mako any answer, 
and her husband, som ewhat sobered by his 
terrible foar, begin to look 
around tho 
house for the child. He found the little 
three m onths’ girl baby sleeping peaceably 
in its crib, but no trace of rho boy. Then ho 
stepped out into the yard. There ho saw a 
few snots of blood on the granite slab beside 
tho well. Be ide tim spots lay the four-foot 
butternut log. 
On the log wero tlirco 
pretty little tangled curls, their golden hue 
dim m ed by the life blood w hich had dried 
upon them . 
Sloan ran back into tho house and de­ 
m anded of his wife wtiat th a t m eant. Silo 
would not speak. 
He grabbed an old­ 
fashioned tongs from beside 
tho broad 
hearth and 
hold them over her head, 
threatening to bring it down upon lier With 
all his m ight if sho did not tell where the 
baby was. 
Still sho did not open her 
m outh, but after Sloan had spent some 
m inutes raised her hand in the direction of 
the drain. Sloan ran tow ard tho ditch. 
As he got near it he saw the footprints in 
tho m ud anil tho mound of m ud, sticks and 
leaves with tho heavy post laid across it. 
In a m om ent lie had brushed away Tho 
earth and pulled out his child. It was quito 
dead. 
W ith tears stream iugdow n his checks, he 
started tow ard his little house w ith the 
boily in his arm s. His wife stood in tho 
doorway, her eyes fixed on the lifeless 
child, uttering scream after scream. Bim 
m ade a dasli at hor husband as ho ap­ 
proached and tried to snatch the body from 
nim. Sloan dropped the child behind him, 
grabbed her around the waist, carried hor 
into tho house and fastened her in an arm ­ 
chair. Thon ho brought in the body of tho 
child and laid it out tenderly upon its co t 
T hen tho m other bogan to sw ear horrible 
oaths and to tear her hair, 
Hrs. Goss of Chelsea and Chaffee of Straf­ 
ford completed their exam ination of tho 
body today. They say th at th e child was 
stunned, but not dead when ho was put into 
the drain. 
Mrs. Sloan wa3 put under arrest 
today, .and is guarded at her home by Sheriff 
Barron and Constable Hazleton, there being 
no place in which to lock her un. The baby’s 
funeral took place at 4 o'clock this afternoon, 
and was attended by all the townspeople 
and m any who cam e from m o neighbor­ 
hood and over the m ountain to gratify 
their morbid curiosity. Tho scene was an 
extrem ely touching one. T here is intense 
excitem ent over tho brutal crim e in tho 
hill towns for milos around, and m any 
threats have been heard 
to tako Mrs. 
Sloan away from the officers ami give her a 
good coat of tar aud feathers beforo sho is 
sent away to jail. 
Mrs. Sloan changed her story late to­ 
night. She now denies th at she m urdered 
her child, and says she was frightened into 
a confession of m urder by her husband and 
his friends. 
Mrs. Sloan is 25 years old. 
quite ignorant, and has tho reputation of 
being very cruel to children. 
A few years 
ago, while out driving, sho sm othered an 
infant 
by 
w rapping 
it too closely 
in 
a heavy shawl which she wore around her. 
She claim ed a t the tim e th a t it was an acci­ 
dent. and her story was then believed. 
Doctors (loss of Chelsea and Chaffee of 
Spafford began an autopsy upon the body 
of the child tonight, and will, it is expected, 
bo ready to m ake their report tom orrow 
forenoon.
